Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and certainly than the most. 
powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of the King- 
doms of the royim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. OU

Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because it will remain invisible 
until the moment when it has gained such strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. Out of the temporary evil we are now 
compelled to commit will emerge the good of an unshakable rule, 
which will restore the regular course of the machinery of the national 
life, brought to naught by liberalism.

It must be understood that the might of a mob isa blind, senseless 
and unreasoning force, ever at the mercy of a suggestion from any 
side. The blind cannot lead the blind, and upstarts from the people 
cannot lead without bringing the whole nation to ruin, ONLY ONE

The Revue des Etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothschild, 
published in 1880, shows how true the Protocols are in saying that 
the Learned Elders of Zion have been carrying on their plan for 
centuries, On January 13th., 1489, Chemor, Jewish Rabbi of Arles 
in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrin at Constantinople for 
advice.

D.—Tho Symbolfo Suake of Judai. 
Protocol III opens with a refereneo to the Syrabolic Snake of 
Sudaiem. In his Bpilogue to tho-1905 Edition of the Protocols 
Nilus gives tho following fntereating account of this symbol — 
According to the records of secret Jewish Zioulsm, Solomon

‘A map of the course of the Symbolic Sunko is shown 23 fol- 
lows:—Is firat atage in Europe was in 429 B.C. in Greece, whore, 
about the time of Pericles, the Snake first started eating into the 
power of that couatry. ‘The second stage was in Rome in the time 
of Augustus, about 69 B.C. ‘The third in Madrid in the time of 
Charles ¥, in A.D, 3552. Tho fourth in Paris sbout 1790, in 
the time of Louis XVI.” The fifth in London from 1814 on- 
wards (after the downfall of Napolcon). The sixth in Berlin in 
1871 after the Franco-Prussian war. ‘The seventh in St Petoca: 
tang, over which is drawn the head of the Snake under the dato 
of 1881, 

“All these states whieh the Snake traversed have hnd the founda~

ly, which cannot be mized up with personel interests? Con they 
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defend themselves from on external foet It is unthinkable; for 
a plan broken up into as many ports as there aro beada in the

‘Tho moment the imob seizes freedom in Ha hands 
it quickly tans to anarchy, which in itself ia the bigheat degree

22, Debold the ateoholised ooimals, bemused with drink, the 
Tight to an immodevate use of which comes aloug with freedom. 
It is not for vs and ours to walk that rood, ‘The peoples of the 
oyin ave bemused with atcoholic liquors; their youth haa grown 
stupid on claasiclem and from early immorality, juto whieh it bos 
been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys, gover- 
nnessea in tho houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, by our 
omen in fo place of dissipation frequented by the goyin.. To 
the number of these Yost 2 count alka the socalled “society 
Indien" voluniany followers of the otbere in corruption end 
juxory.

trenehery when they should serve towards the attaioment of our 
end. In polities one must kuow how to stizo the property of 
otheta without hesitation if by it we stenre submission aud cov- 
ereigaty, 

24. Our State, marching along the path of poacefal conquest, 
hes the right to replace the hortors of war by Hess noticeeble and 
more sntfstnetory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the 
tartar which teids te preduee Blind submission, Just bat mer. 
citese severity is the greatest factor of strength in the State: not 
only for the soke of gain but also in the naine of duty, for the 
sake of victory, we must keep to the progeamme of violence and 
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meke-beliove. ‘The doctrine of squaring accounts is precisely os 
strong as the meana of which it makes nse, Therefore it is not 30 
much by the means themselves as by the doctrine of severity that 
‘we shall triumph aud bring all governments into subjection 0 
our super-government. It fs enough for them to know that we 
aro too mereiless for ail disobedience to cease. 

25, Far back in ancient times we were the first to exy among 
the masses of the people the words “Liberty, Equality, Frater- 
nity,”’ words mnny times ropeated sinea those days by stupid poll 
pattots who from all sides round flew down upon these buits aud 
‘with them carried away the well-being of the orld, truo freedom 
of the individual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure 
of the mob, ‘The would-be wise men of the goyim, the intelles- 
uals, could not make anything out of the uttered words in their 
abstractness; did not note the contradiction of their meaning and 
Snter-relation: did not sce thet in nature there fs no equality, ean 
rot be freedom: tint Nature berself has cetablished ineqnality of 
minds, of characters, and capacities, Just as imimtably as she has 
established subordination to her laws; never slopped to thipk 
that the mob is o blind thing, that upstarts elected from among 
it to bear rate are, im regard to the political, He same bling men 
as the mob itself, that the adept, though he he a fool, con yet rale, 
whereas the nozadept, even if he were a genive, understands 
nothing in tho politieal—to olf those things the géyim paid to re 
gard yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
yale rested: tho father passed on to the son a knowledge of the 
course of political affaire in auch wise that none should know it 
bbat members of the dynasty and none could betray if to the gov- 
cerned, As time went on the meaning of the dynnatie transfer- 
‘ence of the true position of atfairs ia the political waa lost, and 
this aided the succes of our couse, 

26, In all comers of the earth the words “Liberty, Equality, 
Fraternity,” brought to our ranks, thanks to ovr blind agents, 
whole legions who bore onr banners with enthusiesa. And all 
the time these words were ennker-worms at work boring into the 
neilbeing of the goyim, putting an end everythere to pence, 
quiet, colidarity and destroying alt the fozadations of the gous 
States. As you will see leter, this Helped us to our triumph: i 
gave us the possibility, among other things, of getting into our 
ands the master card—the destruction of the privileges, or in 
other words of the very existence of the atistocraey of the goyint, 
that class which was the only defense peopies and countries had 
agoiust us. On the Tuins of the eternal and gencalogieal aristoc- 
raey of the goyim we have set up the aristocracy of our edneated 
class headed by the aristocracy of maoney. ‘Tho qualifications for 
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thia aristocracy we have established in wealth, which i¢ depen- 
dent upon us, and in kmowledge, for which obr learaed elders 
provide the motive force, 

‘7. Our trivmph has been rendered ensier by the fnck that in 
‘our relations with the men whom we wanted we havo alvaye 
worked upon the most sensitive chords of the Inman mind, upon 
tho cash account, upon tke cupldity, upon the insatiability for 
materint needs of man; and ench one of these fruman ‘weakmessen, 
taten atone, ia cufficient to paralyse initintive, for it hands over 
tho wift of men to the disposition of him who hus bought their 
netivitioa, .

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1._Tt fe indispensable for our purpose that wars, s0 far 0s 
possible, should not reault in territorial gains: war will thus be 
brought on fo tho ccouomle grovnd, where tho natious will not 
fail to perecive in the assistance we give the strength of our pro 
dominance, and thia stato of thinga will put both sides at the 
merey of our international agentur; which possesses millions of 
‘eyes ever on the wateh and unkampered by ony limitations what- 
sucvor. Our interaatfonsl rights will then wipe out national 
rights, in the proper sease of right, and will rule the nations pre- 
cirelf’‘ag the oivil law of States rules the relations of their eub- 
Sects among themselves, 


one politieat plans from the lessons of history, from observations 
inade of the events of every nioment as St pnsses.

‘of them—let fiom amuse themectves uatit the hour strikes, or Rive 
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‘on hopes of now forms of enterprising pastine, or on the 
memories of all they bave enjoyed. For them let that play the 
principal port which we bave persuaded them to accept as the 
dictates of sciouco (theory). It ia with this object in view that 
wo ae constantly, by means of our press, orousing a blind con- 
fidence in these theories. ‘The intollectuals of the goyim will 
puff themselves up with their Imowledges and without any logi- 
at verification of them wil put into effect all the information 
availablo from selence, which our agentur specialists have cud- 
ingly pieced together for the parpose of educating their minds 
jn the direction iso want, 

3. Bo not euppasa for a moment that these statements are 
empty words: think carefully of the enecesses wo arranged for 
Darwinism, Marxism, Nietzscheism, To a Jews, at ony rate, it 
shonid be plain to sce what a disintegrating importance these 
Girectives have bad upon the minds of the govyinn, 

4. It is indiepensable for vs te take account of the thoughts, 
characters, tendencizs of the nations in order to avoid mating 
slips in the political aud in the dircetion of administretivo af- 
fairs, The triumph of our eystem, of whieh the component parts 
of the machinery may be variously disposed according fo the tem. 
peraraent of the peoples met on our way, will foil of success if 
the practicat application of it he not based upon a summing up 
of the leseons of the post in the light of the present. 

5. In the hands of the States of to-day there is « great force 
that ereates the movement of thought in the people, and that is 
the Press. The part played by the Presa is to keep pointing our 
requirements supposed to be indispensable, to givo voieo to the 
complaints of the people, to express and to create discontent, It 
in tho Press that the triumph of freedom of speech finds its in- 
carnation. Bat the goyim States have not. known how to roake 
use of this foree; and it hus fallen into our hands, ‘Through the 
Press we have gained the power to influence while remaining 
‘ourselves in the shades thonka to the Press we have got the gold 
in our bands, notwithstanding that we have had to gather i out 
of the ocemné of blood and tears. But it has paid us, though we 
have sacrificed many of our people, Each victim on our side is 
‘worth in the sight of God a thousand goyim.

1. To-day I may tell you that our goat is now only a few 
steps off. ‘There remains a small space to eross and the whole 
ong path we have trodden is ready now to elose its cycle of the 
Symbolic Suake, by which we symbolise or people. ‘When this 
Hing closes, all the States of Europe will be locked in its coil as ix 
1 powerful vice, 
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2, ‘The constitution scales of these days will shortly break 
down, for we have catablished them with a certain lack of ac- 
curate balanee in order that they’ may oscillate incessantly until 
they wenr through the pivot on Which they turn. ‘Phe gayi are 
ander the impression that they have welded them sufficiently 
strong and they have all atong kept on expecting that the seales 
would come into equilibrinm, ‘But the pivots—the kiugs on their 
thrones—-are hemmed in by thelr representatives, who play the 
fool, distraught with their own uncontrolted and irresponsible 
power, This power they ole to the terror which hos been 
breathed into the palaces, As they Lave no menus of getting at 
their people, into their very midst, the kings on their throves 
fare no longer able to come f tertas wills them and so strengthen 
themselves agninst seckers after power. We have made a gulf 
between the far-sceing Sovereign Power and the blind foree of 
the people so that hath havo lost afl meaning, for like the blind 
man and his stick, both are powerless apart. 

8, In order to incite seckers after power to a misuse of power 
‘we have set all forces in apposition one to another, breaking up 
their Hikers tendeneles towrnrds independence. ‘Té this end we 
have stirred up every form of entetprise, we have armed ail 
patties, we have sct wp authority as a target for every ambition. 
Of States we have made gladiatorind arcnioa where a fot of con- 
fused issucscontend . . A ttle more, and disorders and bank 
raptoy Will be aiversal 

4, Babblers inexhaustible have turned into oratorical contents 
the sittings of Parliament avd Administrative Roords. Bold 
Journntists aud onserepmious pamphletcora daily fall npon execu. 
live officials. Abuses of power will pnt the fine! toneh in pre- 
paring all fistitutions for thefr overthrow and everything Will 
dy skyward ander the blows of the maddened mob, 

5 All people are chained down to henvy toil by poverty more 
firmly thon ever they wore choined by slavery and serfdom; from 
these, one way and anothir, ttey might ftee themselves, these 
could be settied with, but from Went they will never get away. 
‘We have inclnded in tho constitution sich rights as to the ransseo 
Appear Hletitious end not octuat rights. All those so-called 
“People's Righta'? can exist ouly in iden, an iden which ean 
never be xeatised in prictienl life. What is it (9 the proletariat 
labourer, bowed double over bis heavy tol, crushed by bis lot i 
life, if tetkors get the right to babble, if Journalists got the right 
to seribble any nonsense sido by side with good stuff, once the 
profeforint hes no other profit ont of the eoustitution anve only 
those pitifal erumis which we fling them from our table in re- 
turn for their voting in favor of what wo dictate, in favour of 
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the men we place in power, the servants of cur agentur « 
publicm rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece 
of irony, for the necessity he is under of toiling almost all doy 
gives bim no present use of them, bat the other hand robs Bizz 
of all guaraateo of regular and certain earnings by making bizn 
dependent on strikes by his comrades or lockouts by his masters, 

6 Tho people under our guidance have annihilated the 
aristocracy, who were thelr one and only defense and foster 
mother for'the sake of their own advantage ‘shich is inseparably 
‘ound up with the well-being of the people. Nowadays, with the 
destruction of the aristocracy, the people have fallen into the 
grips of merciless money-grinding acoundrels who ave laid & 
pitiless and eruel yoke apon the necks of the workers 

7, ‘We appear on tho scone oa alleged savioura of the worker 
from this oppression when we propose to bim to enter the ranks 
of our fighting forces—Socialists, Anarchists, Communists—to 
whom we alwaya give support in accordance with an alleged 
brotherly rule (of the solidneity of all bumanity) of our social 
masonry, ‘The aristocracy, whieh enjayed by law the lobour of 
the workers, was interested in seeing that the workers were woll 
fed, beaithy and strong. Wo are interested in just the opposite 
—in tho diminution, the killing out of the GOYIM. Our power 
is in the chronfe shortness of food and physical weakness of the 
worker because by ail that tis implies he is mado the slave of 
our will, aud he wit not find in bia own _outhorities either 
strength or energy to cot against our will, Hunger creates the 
right of capital to rate the worker more surely then it was given 
to the aristocracy by the legal anthority of kinge, 

8. By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we 
shall move the mobs and with thelr bands wo shall wipe out all 
thro who binder us on our way. 

9. When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of lt the 
World to ba crouned i is these same hands which wilt sweep 
away everyfhing that might be o hindrance thereto. 

36, The goyim have lost the habit of thinking unless prompted 
by the suggestions of our specialists, Therefore they do not see 
the urgent necessity of what we, when our kingdom comes, shall 
adopt at once, namely this, that tf is essential to teach in national 
schools one simple, true ‘piece of knowledge, the basis of alt 
jmowledge—the knowledge of the structure of human life, of 
social existence, which requires division of labour, and, conse- 
quently, the division of men into classes and conditions, It is 
essential for all to mow that owing to difference in the objects 
of human artiuity there canal be any equality, that he who by

After « thorough study of this imowledge the peoples will volan- 
tarily submit to authority and accopt such position as is ap- 
pointed thor in the Stato, Ya the present state of knowledge and 
the direction we have given fo ita development the people, blindly 
believing things in print—cherishea—thanks to promptings in- 
tended to malalend and to ite own jgnorance—e blind hatred to- 
wards all conditions which it considers above itself, for it has 20 
understanding of the meaning of ¢lasa and condition. 


Hi, Phis hatred wit be still further magnified by the effeets 
of an economic crisis, whlch will atop dealing on the exchany 
and bring industry to a standstil, ‘We shall erento by all the 
srerct enbterranean methods open fo ua ond with the ald of gold, 
‘which in all in our hands, o universal economie criss whereby 108 
shall theo upon the streets whale mohe of workers simultanc- 
‘aly fs ott the countries of Burope. ‘These moba will rsh de. 
lichiedly to shed the blood of those whom. in the simplicity of 
thelr ignorance, they have envied from their orailes, and whose 
property thoy will then he ablo to loot, 

42, “Qury? they wilt not touch, ecause the moment of at. 
tack wilt de known ta us and wo shall take measures to protect 
our oian, 

1%, Wo havo demonsteatod thnt progress wilt bring all the 
anuims to the sovercianty of renson, Our despotism will be pre- 
cisely that: for it will know how by seito soverities to pacifiente 
all unrent, fo cautoriso Iberalism ont of al} institations. 

14, When tho popnince han acan thot all sorts of concessions 
and indulgences are yielded It, in the same namo of Freedom it bos 
imagined itelf to bo sovertign lord and has atormed ite way to 
ower, but, natneally, Ike overy other blind man it has come 
upon & hoal of atumabling Ulocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it 
has never had the sense to return to the former state and it hea 
Inid down its plenipotentiary powers at our feet, Remember the 
Fronch Revolalion, to which it was wo who gave the name of 
“Grent'': the scercts of ite preparations are well known to us 
for it waa wholly the work of our bands, 

16. Fiver since that tine wo have been Tending the peoples 
from one disenchantment to another, 20 that in the ond they 
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should turn also from us in favour of that King-Despot of the 
Blood of Zion, whom we are preparing for the world. 

IG. At tho present dey ‘We ore, 05 an international force, 
invincible, beeause if attacked by some we are supported by other 
States. It is the bottomless rascality of the govim peoples, who 
erawt on their bellies to force, bat ave merciless towards werk 
ness, unsparing to, fauits and indulgent to erimes, anwilling to 
bear the contradictions of a free social gystem bat patient unto 
martyrdom under the violence of a bold despotism—it ia those 
qualities which are siding us to independence. From the 
premier-dietators of the present day the goyim peoples mffer 
Patiently and bear such ebusea as for the least of them they 
‘would have beheaded twenty kings. _ 

YZ. What is the explanation of this phenomenon, this curious 
inconsequence of the masses of the peoples in their attitnde to- 
‘wards what would appear to be events of the same order? 

38, It js explained by the fact that these dictators whisper to 
the peoples through their agents that through these abuses they 
‘aro inflicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to 
seeure the Welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood 
of thom al, their solidarity and’ equality of rights. Naturally 
they do not tell the peoples that this unification must be ac- 
complished only under our sovereign rule, | 

39, And thus tho people condemn the upright and acquit the 
guilty, persunded ever more ond more that it can do whatscover 
it wishes, Thanks to this state of things the people axe destroy- 
ing every kind of stability and creating disorders at overy step. 

20. ‘The word freedom” brings ont the commanities of men 
to fight against every Hind of force, against every kind of anthor- 
ity even against God and the laws of nature, For this reason we, 
when we come into our kingdom, shall have to erase this word 
from tho lexicon of life as implying principle of brate force 
hich turas mobs into bloadthizsty Beasts. . 

‘1, ‘These beasts, it ja true, fall asleep again every time when 
they’bave drunk their fill of blood, and at suck times een easily 
ba riveted into their chains, But #f they be not given blocd they 
‘Will not sleep and continue to atraggle. 

v 

1, Bvery republic passes through several stages. The firat 
of these ja comprised in the early days of mad raging by the 
blind mob, tossed hither and thither, right and left: the second ia 
demagogy from which ia born anarchy, and that leads inevitebly 
to despotism—not any longer legal aud overt, and therefore re- 
sponsible despotism, but to unseen and seeretly hidden, yet never- 
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theless sensibly felt despotism in the hands of some seeret organi. 
sation or other, whoes acta aro the more unseropulous insamuch 
ts it siorks behind a sereen, behind the backs of all sorla of 
‘agents, the changing of whom not only does not injarioualy affect 
bat actually aids the secret foree by saving it, thanks to con- 
timmal changes, from the necessity of expanding ite resources 
on tho towarding of long services. 

2, ‘Who and that is in a position to overthrow an invisible 
foxco? And this fs precisely whet our foreo is. Genile masonry 
blindly serves o9 a gereen for us and our objects, bat the plan of 
action of our foreo, even its very abiding-piace, remains for tho 
hole people an unknown mystery. 

3,_ Bat aven freedom might bo heraless and lave its place in 
che State ceouomy without injury to tho well-being of the peoples 72 
iE it rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the broth. 
erkood of humanity, unconnected with the conecption of equality, 
whieh is negatived by the very laws of creation, for they have 
established subordiaation ‘With such o faith ab this = people 
might be governed by a wardsbip of parishes, and would walle 
contentedly and hursbly under the guiding hand of ita spiritual 
pastor submitting to the dispositions of God upon earth. This 
is the reason why it is indispensable for us fo undermine all faith, 
40 tear out of the mind of the GOYIA the very principle of Gad. + * 
head and the spirit, and to put in its place arithmetical calcula 
tions and material needs. 

4. In order to give the goyim no time to think and take note, 
their minds must bo diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, 
all the nations witl he swallowed up in the purenit of gain and in 
the race for it will not take note of their common foe, Bub agais, 
in ordor that freedom may ouce for all dlatntegeate and rain the 
coramunities of the goyim, wo must put industry om a specnlative 
basis: the result of this will bo that what js withdrawn from the 
tend by indostry will alip through the hands and pase into speeu-

5. ‘Tho intensified atraggle for superiority and chooks de- 
liyered to economia 1ifo will create, nay, have already erented, 
Afsenchanted, cold and heartlesa eommonities, Such communi 
Hes will fester a atrong aversion towards the bigher political and 
towards religlon, ‘Their only guide is gain, thet ie Gold, which 
they veil erect into a veritablo cult, for the ako of those material 
delights whieh st ean give. Then Will the hour strike when, not 
for tho sake of atinining tho good, not even to win wealth but 
soley out of hatted towards tho privileged, the Tower clesses of 
the goyina will follow our lend agataat our rivals for power, the in- 
tellectuals of tho goyim, 
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1. What form of administrative rute ean be given to commu- 
nities in which corruption has penetrated everywhere, commu- 
nities where richea nre attained only by the clover surprise tactics 
of somismindling tricks; where loseness reigns; where morality 
lemaintained by penal measures and barah lawa but act by volom. 
tarily accepted principles: where the feelings towards faith ond 
country are obligated by cosmopolitan convictions? “Whrt form 
of ralo is to be given to these communities if not thet despotism 
‘which I shall deseribe to you later? We sbell create an intewsi- 
fied coutrlisation of government in order to grip in onr hauda 
all the forces of the community. We shall regulate mechanically 
all the actions of the politica! life of owr subjects by now laws. 
‘These lama will withdraw one by one all the indulgences and 1ib- 
erties which havo been permitted by the goyim, and eur kingdom 
Will be distinguished by a despotisn of auch magnificent propor- 
tions az to be at any moment and in every place in a position to 
wipe out any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 

2, We shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of is not 
consistent with the progress of theso days, but I will prove to you 
tbat it is. 

3, In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their 
thrones og on a pare manifestation of tho will of God, they au>- 
miltted without a murmur to the despotic power of kings: bat 
(rom the day when o insinuated into their minds the concep. 
tion of their owa rights they began to regard the oceupaate of 
Ghrones as mere ordinary inortals, The holy unction of the 
Lord's Anointed bas fallen from the heads of kings in the eves 
of the people, and when we also robbed them of their feith in 
God the might of power was flang upon the atreets into tho place 
of public proprietorship and was seized by ua. 

4. Moreover, the art of directing masiea and individuals by 
means of cleverly mabipalated theory and verbitege, by regula- 
Hous of life in common and all sorts of other guitis, in all which 
the goyim: understand nothing, belongs Likewise to the specialista 
of our administrative brain, Reared on analyais, observation, on 
delicacies of fine caloulation, in this species of skill we have no 
rivals, ony more than Wwe havo elther in the drawing up of plans 
of politionl actions and solidarity. In this respect the Jeauite 
atone might haxe compared with us, bat we have contrived to 
Aiscredit them in the eves of the unthinking mob as an overt or- 
ganization, while we ourselves all the while have kept our secret 
organisation in the shade. However, itis probably all the earme 
to the world who is its sovereign Tord, whether the head of 
Cathoticiam or otr despot. of the blood of Zion! But to us, the 
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‘Chosen People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference, 

&. For a time perhaps toe might be successfully dealt with by 
a coalition of the GOYIM of all the world: but {rom this danger 
we ave scouted by the discord existing among them whose roots 
are so deeply seated that they can nover now ba plucked up. We 
hava set one agninat another the porsousl and notional reckouinge 
of the goyim, religions and raco hatred, whieh wo have fostered 
into 0 huge growth in tho courso of the nab twenty centuries, 
‘This fa the ronson why there is aot one State which would any- 
whero receive support if it mere to raiso its arm, for every one 
of them must bear ja mind that any agreement ageinst us Would 
Ug unprofitable to itself. Wo are too strong—there is no evading 
our power, ‘The nations cannat come fo cvcn an ineonsideradie 
private agreement without our secrelly having a kand in it, 

8 Der Me reges regnant, Tt is through me that Kings 
reiga.” And it was said by tho propheta that we Were chosen by 
God Himself to rule over the whole eartb. God bas endowed us 
with genius that wo may bo equal to our task Were gentos in 
the opposite camp it would still struggle against us, buE even $0 
a neweomer is 10 mate for the old-esteblished settler: tho strug. 
glo would be merciless between us, ach a fight as tho world has 
never seen, Aye, and the genius on their side would have arrived 
too Intex Ali the wheels of tho machinery of all States go by the 
oreo of tho engine, which ia in our hands, and that cugine of the 
machinery of States is—Gold, ‘The eclengo of political economy 
invented by our learned elders has for long pest been giving 
royal prestige to capital 

7, Capital, if it is to co-opevate watrammelied, must be (ree 0 
establish a monopoly of industry aud trade: this is already being 
put in exeeution by an anseen hand in all quarters of the world, 
‘Phia freedom will givo politienl forco to thoso engaged im indus. 
ry, and thet wilt help to oppress tho people. Nowadaya it is 
mote important to disarm the pooples than to lead thom into 1 
moro important to use for our advantage tho passions which 
avo burst into flames than to quench their fire: more important 
to cateh up amd interpret tho ideos of others to quit oursclves than 
to eradicate thera. The principle object of our directorate cun- 
sisis in this: to debiliate the public mind by criticitns; to tead if 
axxay from serious reflections calculated to arouse resistance; to 
distract the forces of the mind towards @ sham fight of empty 
doquence, 

8. fn all ages the people of tho world, equally with individ 
uals, Bove accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a 
show and rarely paueo to note, in the public arena, whether 
promises arg followed by performance. Therefore wo shall estab- 
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lish show institations which will give eloquent proof of their 
Ddenellt to progress. . 

3. We doll asrumo to ourselves the liberal physlogaomy of al 

particg, of all dizections, end wo shall give that physioguomy & 
Voice in orators who will speak so much that they will exhaust 
the patience of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of orm 
tory, 
0. In order to pul publio opinion into our hands we must 
bring it tuto a slate of bewilderment by giving expression from 
all sides (o $0 many contradictory opinions and for suck length 
of fime as wit suffice to make the GOYIM lose their heads in the 
Iabyrinth and come to sce thal the best thing is fo hove no opinion 
of any kind in matters politica, which it is not given to the pub- 
{ie to understand, beoaase thoy ate understood only by Rim who 
fruides the public, ‘This is the first secret. 

IL The second secret requisite for the success of our gov- 
emiment ig comprised fn the following: To multiply fo auch an 
extent national failings, habits, passions, conditions of civit life, 
that it will bo impossible for anyone to imow where be is in the 
resniting chaos, 60 that the people in consequence will feil to 
onderstind ono another. This measure will also scrve ue in 
another way, nevaely, to sow discord in all parties, to dislocate 
Alt collective forees which are otill vawilling to submit to us, and 
to discourage any kind of personal initiative which might in soy 
degree hinder our affair. Phere is nothing more dangerous than 
personal initiative; if it has genius bebind it, such initiative con 
fo more than can be done by millions of people among whom we 
havo sown discord. We mast 50 direct the education of the 
goyim comupnities that whenever they come upon # matter re- 
quiring initiative they may drop their hands ia despairing im- 
potence. The strain which remlts from freedom of action saps 
‘hg foraes when it meets with the freedom ef another, From 
this eollision arise grave moral shocks, disenebantmenta, failures. 
Bir el there means toe shall 90 sear down the GOWEM thot they 
tal de compelled fo offer vs interactional power of 2 nature that 
by ils position twill enable vs without any viclence gradually to 
absorb afl the State forces of the world and to form a Super~ 
Government. In place of the rulers of to-day we shall ect up « 
Dogey which will be called the Super-Government Administ 
tion. Tts hands will reach out in all directions like nippera and 
its organisation will bc of such colossal dimensions tbat i: eumnot 
fail to subdue ail the nations of the world, 


L. We shall soon hegia to establish huge monopolies, reser- 
voits of colsssel riches, upon which even large fortunes of the 
-B— 


goyim wil depend to auch an extent that they sill go to the bot 
tom togethor with the credit of the States om the day after the 
political maak... « 

2 You gentlemen hero preseat who are econoraiats, just strike 
aa eatimate of the signifiennco of tis combination! . « .« 

3, Tn evory possible way we must dovelop tho significance of 
our Super-Government by representing it 28 the Protector and 
Bonefactor of al thoso who voluntarily submit to vs. 

4, Tho arlstoerney of tho goyim a€ a politieat force, is dead— 
‘Wo need not take it inta account, but as landed proprictore they 
gon otill be harmful to us from tho fact that thoy ave self-eutfic- 
ing in tho resources upon Which they live, Tt i3 essential thero- 
fore for us at whatever cost to deprive them of their land. This 
abject will be best attained by Incrensing the burdens upon 
landed property—in loading tonda with debts, ‘Those measures 
will cheek land-holding and keep it fo 0 stato of bumble and un- 
conditional anbueission. :

G. At tho samo time we must intensively patrouise trade and 
industry, but, fivet and foreraost, speculation, the part played by 
which is to provide o counterpoise to industry: the absence of 
speculative industry will multiply eapital in private bards and 
will serve to restore agtlenlture by freeing the land from ine 
debtedness to the land banks.

7, ‘Po complete the rain of the industry of the goyi we shall 
bring to tho nasistoneo of speculation the luxury Which wo have 
developed among tho goyim, thot greedy demand for lurary 
which a ewaliowing up everything. We shall ratte the rato of 
tonges which, Rotever, will nat bring any advantage fo the work- 
ers, for, at the same time, wo shall produce a rise in prices of the 
first necessaries of Bifo, aifeging that st arises {rom tho decline of 
‘agriculture and cattle-breeding: we skolt further undermine art. 
filly and deeply sources of production, by accustoming the work 
‘ers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side therewith fab- 
ing alt meastirs to extirpate from the fate of tke earth all the edu- 
cated forces of the GOTH. 

8, In order that ths true meaning of things may not strike 
the QOYIM before the proper time we shall mask H under on 
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alleged ardent desire to serve the working classes and the great 
principles of politicat economy abont tchich our economic theories 
are carrying on an energetic propagande,

4. ‘The intensification of armaments, the increase of police 
forees—are all essential for the completion of the aforementioned 

Jans. What we have to get at in that there should be in all the 
Etates of the world, besides ourselves, only the masses of the 
proloteriat, « few millionaires devoted to our interests, police and 
soldiers. 

2 Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations with 
Europe, in other continents also, we must create ferments, dis- 
cords and hostility. Therein we gain ao double advantage, In 
the first place we keep in chock ail countries, for they witl know 
that we have tho power whenever we like to create disorders ot 
to restore order, Ail these countries are accustomed to see in vs 
an indispensable force of coercion, In the second place, by our 
intrigues we shel tangle up all the thrends which We hove 
steetehed jnto the cabinets of ol! States by means of the political, 
by economic treaties, or toon obligations. In order to succeed in 
this we must use great cunning and penetration during, negotia- 
tions and agreements, but, as regards what is called the ““ofticiat 
langunge,"? we shell keep to tho opposite tactics und assume the 
mask of honesty and compliatcy, In this way the peoples and 
goveraments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look ony at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will si continne 
to accept us os the benefactors and saviouts of the bumsn race. 

3. We must be in position to respond to every act of oppo- 
sition by War with the neighbours of that country whieh dares 
to oppose ts: but if these neighbors should also venture to stand 
colicetively together ageinst us, then wo must offer resistance 
by a universal war, 

4. ‘The principal factor of auccess in the political is the secrecy 
of its undertakings: the word should not agreo with the deeds of 
tho diptomat. 

5, We must compel tho governments of the goyim to take 
action in the direction favored by our widely-conceived plon, o)- 
ready approaching the desired consummation, by what we shall 
represent as publie opinion, scoretly promoted by us through the 
means of that so-called ‘"Great Power” —the Press, which, with 
4a fow exceptions that may be disregarded, és already entirely 
fn our hands, 

6. "In a word, to sum np our system of Keeping the govern~ 
meute of the goyins ia Europe in check, we shall show our strength 
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to one of them by terrorist attempts and to all, if we allow the 
possibility of a general rising against us, we shall respond with, 
tho guns of Ameren or China or Japen. 
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1, We must arm ourselves with oll the weapona which our op- 
ponents might employ against us We must search out in the 
very finest shades of oxprestion aud tho knotty points of the 
lexicon of law justification for those casca where we shall have to 
Pronounce judgments that might appear abnormally audacious 
and unjust, for it ia important that those resolutions should be 
act forth in expressions that shall stem to be the most oxalted 
motal pridcipies cast into legal form. Our directorate must sur- 
Topnd itself with all theso forecs of civilisation among whieh it 
‘will Lavo to work. it will surround iteelf with publisiela, prae- 
cal jurists, administrators, diplometa and, finally, with per- 
gona propared by o special supor-educational training is our 
speciat schools, Theso poraons will have cognisnnce of all tha ze- 
crete of the socin} structure, they will kmow ail the languages 
that can be mado up by politieal alphabets and words; they Will 
tbo mado aequainted with the whole underside of human nature, 
with all its sensitive chorda on whith they will have to play, Thess. 
chords aro the east of mind of the goyim, their tendencies, short 
comings, vices and qualities, the petticularities of classes and con- 
ditfons, ’ Needless to say that tho talanted assistants of authority, 
of whom I sneak, will bo taken not from among the goyim, who 
aro aceustomed to porform thelr sdministrative work without 
giving themselves the trouble to think what ita aim is, and never 
considor what it is needed for, The administrators of the goyim 
sign papora without reading’ them, and they serve either for 
mercenary reasons, or from ambition. 

2. ‘Wo shall surround our government with a whole world of 
cconemists, ‘Phat is the reason why ceonomic scfencea form tho 
priucipal aubject of the teaching givon to the Jaws, Around us 
‘again will bo a whole constellation of bankers, industriatiate, eapi- 
talinte and—the main thing—mitlionaries, Becauss in substance 
everything will be setited by the question of figures. 

8, For a time, until there will no longer be avy risk in en- 
trusting responsible posta in our State to our brothorJews, We 
shall put them in tha hands of persons whose past and repata- 
tion are auch that between thom and tho people Hes an abyss, per- 
sons who, in eage of disobedionco to our instructions, must faeo 
eriminel charges or disappear—thia in order to make them de 
foud our interests to their last gosp. 
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1. In applying our principles Tet attention be paid to the 
shatacter of tho people Sa whose country you live ond acts @ gen- 
‘ral, identical application of then, until such time as the people 
aball have heen re-educnted to our pattem, eaunot have success. 
But by approaching their application cautiously you will seo that 
not n decade will pam before the most atubborn cheracter will 
change and we shall ndd a new people to the ranks of thote al- 
ready subdued by 38. . 

2, ‘The words of the liberal, which are in effect the words of 
our masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, Frater 
nity,” will, when we comme into cnr Kingdom, bo changed by v= 
into words no longer of a watchword, but only an expression of 
identism, namely, into “The right of Rterty, the daty of equality, 
tho ideal of brotherhood.”” ‘That is how wo shalt pat it,-and 50 
‘wo ehall enteh the ball by tho horna .. . Ds facto wo have alresdy 
swiped ont every kind of rule except our own, although de jure 
there still remain a good many of them, Nowadays, if any Sintes 
raise a protest ageinst as it is only pro forma at our discretion 
and by our direction, for their anti-Semitism is indispensable fo 
xa for the management of our Hester brethren. T will not enter 
into further explanations, for this matter hes formed tho aubject 
of repnated discussions amonget 13. . 

8, For us there are no checks to limit the rage of our a¢- 
tivity. Our Saper-Goverament subslsts in sxtra-legal conditions 
‘which are deceribed fn the accepted terminclogy bv the energetic 
and forcible word—Distatorship. Iam in a position to tell yo 
with 2 elear consslence thet at the proper tims we, the layegivers. 
shall execute jadgment and senteneo, we shall sley and/sr0 aball 
spare, we, a8 hend of all our troops, are mounted on thf steed of 
tho leader. Wo rule by force of sill, because in our hands are 
the fragments of a once powerfal party, now vanguisbed by 6. 
And the weapons in our hands are Hitless ambitions, burning 
‘oreediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds and malice, 

4, Zt tafrom us that the att-enguifing terror proceeds. We 
hove in our service persons of alt opinions, of all doctrines, vee. 
torating monorchitts, demagogues, socialists, communists, and 
utopion dreaniers of every kind, We havo haraesesd them all to 
the tavk: cack one of them an Bis own account is boring ateay af 
the last remnants of aultority, is striving to overthrow all estad- 
Ushed form of order. By theso acta all States are in torture: 
they exhort to tranquility, are ready to suerifice everything for 
pencer but we wil not give them peace until they openty ackaowl- 
edge our international Super-Government, ond with subroissive- 
eas. 
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(5, The people have raised a howl about the necessity of sat- 
ing the queation of Socialism by way of an international agree 
ment. Division into fractional parties has given thom into our 
hands, for, in order te carry om ¢ contested struggle one must 
ave money, and the money & all in our Bands. 

$. Wo might havo reason to apprehend o union between the 
Siclear-sighted’* forco of tho gov king» on their throver and the 
“Bind” forco of the goy maobs, bat me have taken all the needs 
fat measure against any such possibility: between the one end 
the other fores wo have erected  bultwark in the shape of a 
rautual terror between them, In thia way tho blind force of the 
neople remains our support and we, and wo only, aball provide 
them with a leader and, of course, direct them along the road thet 
Tends to onr goal, 

7. Tn order that the hend of the blind mob may not freo itaelf 
trom our guiding band, we must every now and then enter into 
lose communion with ft, if not ectually in person, at any rate 
through aome of the moat trusty of our brethren. When we are 
acknowledged a the only authority we shall discuss with the 
people personally on the market, places, and wo abail instract 
them on questions of the polltfeal fm much ‘wise aa may tura them 
in the direction that suits as, 

8, Who ia going to verify what le taught in tho village schools? 
Bat what an envoy of the goverument or a king on bia throne him- 
salt may sey eannot but become immediately known to the whale 
State, for ft will bo apread abroad by the voice of the people. 

9, Tn order not to annibtlate the institutions of the goyim be- 
fore it fs timo we hava toucked them with eraft ahd delicacy, and 
have taken hold of the ends of the springs whieh move thelr 
mechoninm, ‘These springs ley in a strict but just gence of order; 
we hare replaced them by tho chaotle Hcense of Uberaliam. We 
havo got our hands into the administration of the lew, into the 
conduct of elections, into tho press, into liberty of tke person, 
but prineipally into education and fraining as being the corner: 
stones of d free existence. 

10. We have fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth of the 
goyim by rearing them in principles and theories which ara 
known to us to be falte although i ie by us that ey have been 
incutcated. 

41. Above the existing Jawa withoat substanticlly altering 
thom, ond by merely thvisting them into contradictions of inter- 
Pretations, we have erected something grendioze in the way of 
Fosulta. ‘Theso reaults found expression in the fact that the inter- 
pretations masked the law: afterwards they entively hid them 
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trom the oyes of the governments owing to the impossibility of 
making anything out of the tangled web of legislation, 

12, ‘This is the origin of tho theory of course of arbitration. 

38. You may say chat the goyim will rise upon ua, erms in 
hang, if they guess what is going on before the tite comes; but 
Ja ths West we bave against this a rasnocavre of euch appalling 
terror that the very stoutest hearts quail—th undergronnds, 
metropotitaing, those subterranean corridors which, before the 
time comes, will be driven under ail the capitals and from whence 
those capitals will be blown into the air with all thelr organise 
tions and archives, 

x 

2. To-day I begin with a repetition of what I sold before, and 
beg you fo Bear in mind that governments and peoples are cons 
tent in the political with outtide appearances, And how, indeed, 
are the goyim to perceive the underlying meaning of things when 
their representatives give the best of their enetgies to enjoying 
themselves? For oor policy it is of the greatest importance to 
take cognisance of this detail; it will be of assistance to us hen 
we come to consider the division of authority, freedom of speceh, 
of the press, of religion (faith), of the law of association, of 
equality before the teu, of the inviotobility of property, of the 
dwelling, of taxation (the ides of concealed taxes), of the voflex 
foroa of the laws, All these questions ate such as ought not to 
’e touched upon directly and openly befora the people, In eases 
where it is indispensable to touch apon them they must not be 
categorically named, it must merely be declared without detailed 
exposition that the principles of contemporary lav are acknowl. 
edged by us, The reason of Keeping silento in thia reopect is that 
by not neming 4 principle we leave ourselves freedom of action, 
to drop this or thot out of it without attracting notlea; if thoy 
‘were all categorically named they would all appear to have bec 
alceady given, 

2, "he mob cherishes a epecial affection and respect for the 
geniuses of political power and accepts all their deeds of violence 
with die admiring response: ‘roseally, well, yea, it ig xascally, 
but it’s clever!.....0 trick, if you like, but how eraftily played, 
how magaificentiy done, what impudent audacity”... 

3._ We couat open attracting all nations to the task of eract- 
fog the now fundamental structare, the project for which has 
teen drawn up by ua This ia why, before everything, it is in 
dispensable for us to arma ourselves and to atore up in ourselves 
that absolutely rechlesa audacity and irresiatible might of the 
‘spirit which im the persou of our active workers will brenk down 
all hindrances on oar Way. 
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£. When we have accomplished our coup d'etat wo shalt say 
then fo tha various peoples: "Everything has gone tersibly badly, 
all have been torn out swith suffering. Wa are destroying the 
causes of your torment—nationalities, frontiers, differences of 
coinages. You ore at lierty, of course, to pronounce sentence 
pon us, dut can it possibly ba o just owe if if is confirmed by you 
Bofors you make any triad of that toe are offering you”... « 
Then wilt the mab exalt us and bear sus up in their hands in 9 
unanimous triumph of hopes and expectations. Voting, tohich 
twa Rawe made the snstreemant which oil sef us on the throne of 
the world by teaching oven the very smallest units of mantbers of 
the human race to vote by means of meciings and agreements 
by groups, wilt then ave served ite purposes and will ploy its 
yard then for the Tost time By a unanimity of desire to maks close 
acquaintance with ue before condemning us. 


5. Fo secure this ws must have everybody vote without dis. 
tinction of clastes and qualifications, in order to osteblish an 
abaalute majority, which eaanot bo got from the educated pro- 
pertied classes, Tn this way, by ineuleating in afl a sense of self. 
Impartance, wo sball destroy nmaong the aoyins the importanco of 
the fomily and its ednentional vaino and remove the possibility 
of individual minds splitting off, for the mob, handted by ns, wil 
ot Int them come to the front nor even givo them a hearing; it 
{a ncextstomed to Haten to as only who pay it for obedience aud at 
tention. In this way wo shnll create a blind, méghty force whiet 
WHT never bo fo a position to move in any diroction without the 
anldnnea of onr agents set at Sts head by ve as leaders of tho mob. 
‘Tho people will submit to thie regime becauso it will know that 
‘upon thera leaders will depend its estings, gratiflentionn aud 
the recoipt of all Kinds of benofite, 


6. A echerig of government should come ready made from one 
broin, iecanse ft twHT never be clinched firmly if it ia allowed to 
be apiit into fractional parts in tho minds of many, Tk is allowt- 
alle, therefore, for ua to have cognizance of the scbente of action 
Int not to discuss it lest wo disturb its artfuluess, tha interde- 
pendonco of its component parts, the practical force of the secret 
meaning of cack clase, To discuss and make alterations in & 
Inhour Of this Kind by means of numerous votings is to impress 
upon it the stamp of all raticcioationa and misunderstondings 
whieh have foiled to penetrate the depth and nexus of its plot 
tings, Wo want onr seheines to bo forcible and mitably com 
costed. ‘Therefore WB OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK 
OF GENIUS OF OUR QUIDE to the frngs of the mob or event 
of a select company, 
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2. ‘Thess schemen wil not torn existing institutions opside 
down jast yet. ‘They will only affect changes in their economy 
fand consequently ip the whole combined movement of their 
progress, whieh Will thus be directed along the paths laid down 
nour achemes. 

8, Under various ames thore oxista in all counteies approxi- 
mately one and the same thing, Representation, Ministry, Sen- 
ate, Stat Counc, Legislative and Executive Cotpe I need not 
explain to yon the mechnizm of the relation of these institutions 
to one another, because you are aware of ali that; ouly take note 
of the fect thet each of the above-named institntions corresponds 
to nome important fanction of the State, and I would beg yon to 
remark that the word ‘“mportant’* I apply not to the institution 
but to the function, consequently it is bot the institutions which 
are important but their fonctions, These institutions have divided 
up among themselves all the functiona of goveroment—sdminis. 
ative, legislative, executive, wherefore they have como to oper- 
ato as do the organs in the human body. If we injare one part 
in the machinery of Slate, the State falls sick, Hite a human body, 
and... will die 

9, When we introdueed into the State organim the poison of 
Liberalism ite ‘whole politieal complesion underwent o change. 
States have been scized with a mortal jtness—blood-poisoning. 
‘AIL that remains is to avait the end of their death ogony. 

10, Liberalian produced Constitutional States, which tock 
tho place of hat wes the only aafegaard of the goyim, namely, 
Despotiom; and a cansiftutton, ay you well know, $8 nothing else 
but a school of discards, mimaderstandings, quarrels, disngree- 
ments, fruitless party agitations, party vbime—io & word, @ 
schoo! of everything that nerves to destroy the personality’ of 
State activity. ‘he tePbune of the “tatkcries”* hos, no less offec~ 
tively than the Press, condemned the rulers to inockivity and ime 
potence, ond thereby rendered them useless and saperfinous, for 
Shieh reason indeed thoy have heen in many countries deposed, 
Phen it was that the era of rapublies became possible of realisa. 
dion; and then il was thal wwe replaced the euler by a caricature of 
‘6 government —by @ president, token from the mob, from the 
raldst of our puppet creatures, our slaves, This was the founda 
fion of tho mine which wo Have Iai@ under the goy prople, I 
should rather aay, under the goy peoples, a 

Ti,. In the near future we abel establish the responsibility of 
presidents. ° 

12, "By that time we shall be in a position to disregard forms in 
carrging through matters for which our impersonsl puppet will 
bo responsible, What do we caro if the ranks of those striving 
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for power, should hp thinned, if there should arise a deadlock 
from the impossibility of finding presidents, a deadiock which 
Wil finntly disorganiae the country? . ... 

30. In order thet our scherme may produce this result se shall 
strange elections in favor of such preaidents a have in their past 
some dark, undiscovered stain, some “Panama”? or other—then 
they will be trustworthy agents for tho accomplishment of cor 
plans out of fear of revolationa and from the natural. desire of 
‘overgona who line attained power, namely, the retention of the 
priviloges, advantages and honour connected with tho office of 
president. The chember of deputies will provide cover for, will 
Protect, wil elect presidente, but we shall take from it the right 
to proposo nev, or make chooges in existing fewe, for this right 
will be given by us to tho reaponsible president, a puppet in our 
honds.

34, Ie is eony to onderstana thne in these conditions the key 
of thy shrino will lie in our bands, ond no one outside ourselves 
will any longer direct tho force of legislation, 

16, Besides this wo aball, wlth tho fatroduction of the new 
vopublicon constitution, take from the Chamber the right of 
Interpellation on governiment measures, on the preloxt of presery 
ing political secrecy, and, further, wo shall by the new constita- 
tion reduco the number of represebtatives to s minimum, thereby 
proportionately reducing political passions and the passion for 
polities. If, however, they should, which ia hardly to be expected, 
burat into flame, even in this minimum, wo shell nullify them by 
8 atitring appeal and a refereuca to the majority of the whole 
people... . Upon the president will epend the appoiatment 
of presidents and vicosprenidenta of tue Chamber and the Sen- 
aie. Insteed of constant eoasious of Parliaments we aball te- 
duce their sittings to s few months, Moreover, the president, 
aa chief of the oxceutive power, will have the right to summon 
and dissolve Parlioment, and, ix the iaiter case, to prolong the 
time for the appointment of a new parlismentary assembly. Bub 
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in onder that the consequences of al these acts which in substance 
are illegal, should not, prematurcly for our plans, upon the re- 
sponsibility established by use of the president, we shalt instigate 
rainistere and other officials of the higher adininistration about 
the president to evade his dispositions by taking measures of their 
own, for doing which they will be made the seapegonts in bis place 
«+4 This part we especially recommend to be given to he played 
by the Senate, the Council of State, or the Council of Ministers, 
bot not to an individual officla 

16. ‘The president will, at our discretion, interpret the sense 
of such of the existing fatrs as admit of various interpretation; 
he will farther annul them when we indleate to bim the necessity 
to doso, besides this, he Hl have the right to propose temporary 
Inves, and even new departures in the government constitational 
working, the pretext both for the one and the other being the re- 
quirements for the supreme welfare of the Stato. 

17, By such meapures we sboll obtain the power of destroy- 

ig little by little, step by step, all thet at the outset when we 
‘enfer on our rights, we aro compelled to introduce inte the con, 
stitutions of States to prepare for the transition to an Sinporeep- 
tible abolition of every kind of constitution, and then the time is 
come to turn every form of government fnto our despotisrs. 

18. ‘The recogaition of our despot may also come before the 
destruction of the constitution; the moment for thia recognition 
‘will come when the peoples, utterly earied by the irreguleri- 
Hes and incompetenee—a matter which we sball arrange for— 
of their rulers, will elamour: "“Away with them and give us one 
King over all the earth tsho will unite us and anpibilate the causes 
of disorders—fronticcs, nationalities, religions, State debte— 
sho will give as peace and quiet which we eannot find under our 
rrilers and representatives.”” 

39. But you yourselves perfectly well low that fo praduce 
the possibilily of the expression of sich withes by alt the nations 
it is indispensable to trouble in all courniries the people’s rela- 
lion with Meir goveraments 30 as to ulerly exhaust bumanty 
with dissension, hatred, struggle, enuy and even by the use 
torture, by stérvation, BY THE INOCULATION OF DI3- 
BASES, by want, so that the GOYIBE see no other issue than to 
take refuge in our complete sovereignty in money and in all else. 

20. But if we give the nations of the world a breathing space

This 
interpretation of the word will at the proper tinae be of servica to 
ag, because all freedom will thas be in our hands, since the lawa 
‘will abolish or create only that whieh is desirable for us accord- 
ing to the aforesaid programme. 

4, Wo shall deal with the pross in the following wey: what 
fa the part ployed by the press to-day? It serves to excite and 
nflame those passions which are needed for our purpose or else 
it serves selfish ends of parties. It is often vapid, najust, mende- 
cious, and the mojority of the public have not the slightest idea 
what ends the preas really serves, We shall saddle and bridle 
it with a tight curb: we shall do the same also with all pradao- 
tions of the printiog press, for where-nould bo the tense of get- 
ting wid of the attack of the press if we remain targots for 
pamphlets and bookat The produce of publicity, which nowa- 
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dayeis a source of heavy oxpense oming to the netetsity of censor- 
ing it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shell law on it a epecial stamp tax and require 
Aeposite of cautionmoney bofore permitting the establishment 
of auy organ of the prcas or of printing offices; these will then 
have to guaranteo our government against suy kind of attack om 
tho part of the press, For any attempt to attack us, if guch still 
be possible, we shall inftict fines without merey, Sitch meamurea 
as atnmp tax, deposit of eantion-money and fines secured by these 
deposits, wit bring in & huge income to tho government, It ia 
tug that party organs might not spare money for the sake of 
publicity, but these we sbell sbut up at tho second atteck apon 
fts, No one shell with impunity ley a finger on the aureote of 
our government infallibility. Phe pretext for stopping any pab- 
Heatlea will bo tho alleged plea that it is agitating the public 
mind without occagion oF justification. I beg you to note that 
among those mahing attacks upon us will also be organs estat 
lished by us, Out thay will attack exclusively points that we have 
pre-determined to alter, 

4, Not o single announcement will reach the public without 
our contrat, “Even now this is already being attained by us inas- 
much as all newe items are received by few agencies, in whose 
offices they aro focused from all parts of the world, 'Theso 
agencies will then bo already entirely oura and will give pub- 
elty only to wat we dictato to thera. 

5. Te already now wo havo contrived to possess ourselves of 
the minds of the goy communities to such an extent thet they all 
coma near looking upon the events of the vorld through the 
coloured glasies of those spectacles wo exo setting astride their 
noses; if already now there is not o single State where there 
exist for us any boyriers to admittance into whet goy stupidity 
calla Stato eccrate; what wil! our position be then, when we abelt 
he acknowledged supremo lords of tho world fn the person of 
our ling of all tho world... 

* G, Let us turn again to the fulure of the printing press. Brery 
ong desirous of boing a pablisher, libratiaa, or printer, will be 
obliged to provide hinasalf with the diploma inetitated therefor, 
‘hich, in caso of any feult, will ba immediately impounded, With 
faye meeaures the instrament of thought will Become an educa 
tive means in the hands of our government, which will no Tanger 
aliow the mass of tha nation to be ted astray in by-wcays and fore 
tasien about the dlessings of progress. Te thero any one of ts 
swho dovs not know thot these phantom Blessings ave the direst 
roads to foolish imaginings whlch give birth to anarchical rela- 
tions of men among themsdlves aud towards authority, because 
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progress, or rather the idea of progress, hos introduced the cot. 
ception of overy kind of emancipation, but has failed to estab. 
lich ita Limits... All the so-called Hberals aro anarebiats, if not 
fu fact, at any rate in thought, Bvory one of them is bunting 
after phoutoms of freedom, and falling oxelusively into license, 
that i, into the anarehy of protest for the sake of protest... .

A$ tho same tine 
what we shall publish ourselves to influence mental development 
in the direction laid down for our profit will bo cheap and will 
bg read voraciously, ‘Tho tax will bring vapid Hterery ambitions 
within bounds and the Liability to petialtics will mako literary 
men dependent upon us. And if there should be any found who 
aro desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person 
‘eager to print their productions, Before accepting any production 
for publication in print the publisher or printer Will havo to apply 
to tho authorities for permission to do so. ‘Thus we shell know 
beforebané af all tricks preparing against us a4 shall nullity 
them by getting ahead with explanations on the subject 
treated of, 

8. Literature and journslism are two of the most important 
educative forces, and therefore our government will become pro- 
prictor of the majority of the journals, This will neutralieo the 
injurious inflaeuce of the privately-owned press and will put ws 
in possession of x tremendous influence upon the public mind 
_++. Hf we give permits for ten journals, we shal ourselves 
found thirty, and 0 on in tho samo proportion. This, however, 
mast in nowise bs suspected by the public. Por which reason ali 
Journals published by us will bo of the most opposita, in appear- 
‘hace, tendencies and opinions, thereby ¢roating confidence in ux 
and bringing over to us quite unsuspicions opponents, who will 
thas fall into our trap ond ba rendoved harass, 

9. Tn the front rank will stand orgas of an officiel character. 
‘They will alwaya stand guerd over our interests, and therefora 
‘heir influence will be comparatively insigniticant. 

30, In the cecond rank will be the semi-official organs, whose 
part it Wil be to attack the tepid and indifferent, 

J. Yn the third rank we shall set up oar own, to all appeat- 
anee, opposition, which, in at least one of its organs, will present

what looks tike the yery aatipodes to us, Our real oppozonts at 
heart will aceept this simulated opposition as their own and will 
show us their eards. 

32, All our nowapapers wilt bo of all possible complexions— 
aristecratic, republican, revolationary, even ouarebical—for 20 
long, of course, as the constitution exists... Like the Indian 
idol Vishnu they will have a hundred bands, and every oxo of 
therm will have a finger on auy ono of the public opinions as re- 
quired. When 2 pulse quickons these hands will lend opinion in 
the direction of our sims, for an excited patient loses all power of 
judgment and easily yields to suggestion. Thos fools who will 
think they are repesting tbe opinion of a newspaper of their own 
camp will be repeating our opinion or apy opinion that seems do- 
aicable for us.

12, When comea tho timo of onr overt rals, tho time to mant- 
foot ita blessings, we abseil remske all legislatures, all our laws will 
bo briet, plain, stable, without any Kind of interpretations, ao that 
anyono, will bo in a position to know them perfectly. ‘The marin 
feature which will ran right through them is submission to orders, 
and this principto wil! bo carried to & grandiosd height. Every 
abuso will then disappear in consequence of the responsibility of 
alt down to the fowest unit bofore the higher authority of the Tep- 
resontative of power. Aburcs of power subordinate to this last 
inafance will bo eo moreltessly pumished that nono will be found 
anxious to try exporimenta with their own powers. We shail 
follow up jealously every action of tho administration on which 
dcpends tho emooth runaing of tho machinery of the State, for 
stackness in this produces slackness everywhere; not a alngle 
case of ilegelity or abuse of powor will bo left without exemplary 
Punisbraent, 

19, Conecalatent, of guilt, connivance botweas those in the 
secvicg of the administration—all this kind of ovil will dieapperr 
after tho vory firat examples of sovere punishment. ‘Tho aureole 
of our power demands suitable, that ia, cruel, punishments for the 
aightost infringemont, for tho asko of gein, of ils supreme 
prestige, ‘The sulferor, though bis punishment may excoed bis 
foult, will count a5 a soldier foiling on tho administrative field 
‘of battio in tho interest of authority, principle and lave, which do 
not permit that any of thoss who bold the reins of the pablie 
coach sbould turn aside from the public highway to their own. 
private paths, For ezemples our judges witl know that when. 
‘aver thoy feel disposed to plums themselues on foolish clemency 
they ore violating the law of justice which ss tnstituted for the 
szemplary edification of msn by penalties for lapses ond not for 
display of the spirttuat quatities of the judge .... Sueb qualities 
it is proper to show in private life, but not ins public squere 
sebich is ths edueationary basis of himon life. 

14. Our legal staft will eerve pot hoyond the age of 65, titty 
beeauso old men moro obstinatety hold to prejudiced opinions, and 
ara less capable of anbmitting to new dircations, and accondly be- 
cause this Will give us the possibility by this measure of securing. 
elasticity in tho changing of staff, which will thas the more 
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easily bend ander our presmare: he who wishes to keep bis place 
‘will have to givo blind obedience to deserve it. Tn general, our 
judges will bo elected by as only from among those who thorough. 
ly understond thot the part they base to play is to punish and 
apply lava and not to dream sbout the manifestations of Uberal- 
inm at the expense of the educationery scheme of the State, os 
the gayi in these dova imagine it ta be... . This method of 
shuffling the staff will serve also to explode any collective soli- 
arity of those in the same servico and ill bind all to the inter- 
ests of the government upon which their fate will depend. ‘The 
young generation of judgea will be trained in certain viows re- 
garding tha inadmissibility of any abuses that might disturb the 
established order of our subjects among themselves. 

16, Tn these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences 
to every kind of orimes, uot having a just uuderstanding of thelr 
office, beeauso the ralets of the present age in appointing judges 
to office tako no care to inculeate in them a conse of duiy and 
consciousness of the matter which is demanded of them, Aa a 
‘brute benet lets out its young in senreh of prey, go do the goyim 
give their aubjcets places of profit without thinking to moke 
clear to them for what purpose each place waa created. ‘This is 
the reason why their governments are being rained by thelr own 
forces through tho acts of their own administration, 

16. Tet ua borrow from the example of the results of these 
actions yot another lesson for our goverauent. 

‘V2, We shall root out liberalism from all the important sira- 
tegic poste of our government on which depends tho training of 
subordinates for our State structure, Such posts will fall exaln~ 
sively to thess who hove been trained by ua for administrative 
rule. ‘To tho possible objection that the retirement of old sery- 
ante will cost the Treasury heavily, I reply, firatiy, they will be 
provided with some private service in placs of what they lose, 
and, secondly, ¥ have to remark that all the money in the world 
will bo concentvated in our hands, cousequently it in not our 
governinent that bas to fear expense. . 

18, Our absolotiom will in all things be logically consecutive 
and therefore in ench ono of its decrees our supreme will will be 
respected and unquestionably foltilied: it will ignore al! mur. 
murs, all discontents of every kind and will destroy to the root 
covery kind of manifestation of them in act by punishment of an 
exemplary ehoracter, . a 

19. We abil abolish the right of castation, which will be 
transferred exclusively to our dispose!—to the eoguisanee of him 
who vutes, for we must not allow the conception amoug the people 
of a thought thst there could be auch a thing as a decision that 
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is not right of judges set up by us. If, however, anything like 
‘thin chould gecar, wo abiall ourselves cassate the decision, bat in- 
‘Mick therewith anch exemplary panishment on the judge for lack 
of understanding of bis duty and the purpose of his appointment, 
#4 will provent & repetition of eueh cases... . I repeat that it 
must be borne jn mind that wo aball know every step of ovr ed- 
ministration which only uceds to bo closely watolied for the people 
to be content with ns, Yor if bes ths right to demand from a good 
governicnt a good official, 

20. Our government wilt have the appcarance of a patriarchal 
paternal gquardianshin on the port of our ruler. Our owa, nation 
‘and our aubjects will discera In big person a father earing for 
their every need, their every act, their every inter-relation aa 6ub- 
Jects ono with another, ax weli us their relations to the roler. 
‘They will then be so thoroughly imbued with the thought thet 
it in immposoible for them to dispense with this wardsbip and 
guidance, if thoy wish to live in peace and quiet, that they will 
acknowledge the autocracy of our ruler with a devotion bordering 
en APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are convinced that thoes 
whom wo set up do not put their own in place of guthority, bat 
caly blindly execute his dletates, ‘They will be rejoiced that wo 
havo regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise parents 
who desivg to train their ebitdren in the eause of duty end sub- 
mlasion, Por tho peoples of the morld in regard to the secrets of 
eur polity are over through the ages only children ander ago, 
precisely as ara also their governments, 

21. As you see, I found our despotism on right and daty: the 
right to compel the cxecation of duty is the direct obligetion of 
government whieh is a father for its oubjects, It bes the right of 
the atroog that it moy uso it for the benefit of dizecting bamnanity 
towards that order which is defined by nature, namely, mibmis- 
lon, Everything in tho world ia in a stata of aubmission, if not 
to man, then to circumstances or ita own ioner character, in all 
eases, to what is stronger. And ao shall we be this something 
stronger for the sake of goad. 

22, We aro obliged without hesitation to aterifice individuals, 
who commit a breach of established order, for in the exemplary 
punishment of ovil liea great educational problem. 

28, When tho King of Ievael seta upon his sacred head the 
erown offered him by Burope ho will become patriarch of tho 
world, ‘Tho indispensable victins offered by him in consequence 
of thoir saitability will nover reack the number of victims offered 
in tho course of centories by the mania df mognificence, the 
emulation between the goy governmenta, 

24, Our King will bo im constant communion with the peoples,

making to them from the tribune speechea which fame will in 
that same hour distribute over all the world, 
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1. In order to offect the destruction of alt colicctive forces 
‘except ours we aholl emaseulate the first stage of collectivimm— 
the universities, by re-cduenting them in a uow direction. ‘Phair 
officials and professors will be prepored for their Business By de- 
failed searct programmes of action from which they will not with 
immunity diverge, not by one iota. Lhey will be appointed with 
especial precaution, and wi be 30 placed as to be wholly depen- 
dent upon the government, 

2. Wo shall exclude from the course of instruction State Law 
2 alzo al that conceras the polities! question, ‘These aubjecta 
seill bo taught to a few dozens of persons choten for their pre- 
eminent capacities from among the number of the initiated, The 
universities must no longer send out from their halls mitksope 
concocting plans for & constitution, like 4 comedy or a traged 
duaying themselves with questions of paticy in which even theit 
own fathers never had any power of thought. 

8. The ill-guided acquaintances of a lerge number of persons 
with questions of polity creates ulopian dreamers and bad aub- 
Jecta, as you can ste for yourselves from the example of the ani 
Yyersat education in this direction of the gduim, We must intro- 
duet into their education ell those priueiples which have ao bril- 
Hantly broken up their onder. But shen we are in power we 
shall remove every kind of distarbing subject from the course of 
eduestion ond sball make out of the youth obedient ebildren of 
puthotty loving im who rules ab the snpport and hope of peace 
and quia 

4. Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient bistory, 
wbich there are more bad thos good examples, wo ebell replace 
with the study of the programme of the futore. We shall erase 
from the memory of ten all facts of previous centuries whieh 
are undesirable to us, and leave only those which depict all the 
exrora of the government of the gayim. The study of practical 
life, of the obligations of order, of the relations of people one 
to auother, of avoiding bad and seifich examples, which spread 
the infection of evil, and similar questions of en educative ne 
tare, will sland in ‘the forefront of tho teaching programme, 
which will be drawn up om a separate plan for each ealling or 
state of life, in no wise generalising the teaching, This trest- 
ment of the question has special ireportance, 

5. Each state of life must be trained within striet limita cor. 
responding to its destination and work in life, ‘The occasional 
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genius has always managed and always wilt manage to stip 
through info other states of life, bul it is the most perfect folly 
for the sake of this rare occasional genius to let through into 
ranks forcign to thom the untalented who thus rob of thei 
places who belong to thoss ranke by birth or employment. You 
‘know yourselves in what ait this has ended for the goyim who 
allowed this crying absurdity. 

6, Im order that ba who rules may be seated firmly in the 
hearts and minds of his subjecta it is necessary for the time of 
hus activity to inatruct the whole nation in the achools and on 
the market places about this meaning and bia acts and all bis 
bbeneficont initiatives, 

7. Wo shall abolish every kind of frecdom of instruction. 
Learners of all agea have the right to assemble together with 
thelr parenta in the educational establishments aa it were in 6 
club: during theso ossemblice, on holidays, tesekers will read 
what will pass ag free lectures on questions of human relations, 
‘of the lawa of examples, of the limitations which are born of 
unconscious relations, and, finally, of the philosophy of new 
theories not yet declared to tho world. These theories will ba 
raised by ua to tha stage of 2 dogma of faith as 2 traditional 
stago towards our faith, On tho completion of this exposition 
‘of our programame of action in the present and the future I will 
read you the principtea of thesa theories. 

8. In a word, knowing by the experience of many centuries 
that people live and axe guided by ideas, that these ideas are 
imbibed by people only by the aid of education provided with 
equal success for sii ages of growth, but of course by varying 
methods, we oliall swallow up and confiscate to our own ago the 
Jost sefatilla of indepondence of thought, which wo have for long 
past been directing towarda subjecta and ideas usefol for us 
‘Pho ayatom of bridling thought in already at work in the so-called 
aystom of tenching by object Zessons, the parpose of which is to 
turn the goyim into unthinking submiscive brutes waiting for 
things to be prescnted before their cyes in order to form en dex. 
of thom». In France, one of our bot agents, Bourgeois has 
airady mado publio a now programmo of teaching by obje 

caso, 
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1. ‘The practice of advocacy produces men cold, eruel, per- 
suutent, unprineipled, who in ail eases take up on impersonal, 
purely loga atandpolnt, ‘They bave tho inveternte babit to ro 
fer everything to ita volue for the defence and zot to the public 
‘welfare of its resulta, ‘They do not usually decline to undertake

any defence wbatover, they strive for an acquittal at all corts, 
cavilling over every pelty crax of jarlaprudence and thereby 
‘they demoralise ustice. For this reoson we shail set this profes- 
sion into narrow frames which will keep it jusido this sphere of 
executive publio service. Advocates, equally with judges, wil 
hie deprived of the right of communication with litizanta; they 
‘will reoeive business only from the court and will study it by 
notes of report and documents, defending their olients after 
they hnve been interrogated in court on facts that hove appeared, 
‘They ‘vil receive an honorarium without regard to the quality of 
‘tho defence, ‘This will render them mexe reporters on law-basi- 
ness in the intereata of Juatice and as counterpoise to the proctor 
who will bo the reporter in the interests of prosecotion ; this will 
shorten business before the courts. In this way will bo estab. 
lished a practice of honest unprejudiced defence conducted not 
trom personal interest but by conviction. ‘This will also, by the 
way, remove the present practics of corrupt bargain between 
ndvocatea fo agree only to let that side win which paya moat . 

2, We have long past taken care to discredit tho priesthood of 
goyim, and thereby to rain thelr mission on earth which in these 
nya roight still bo a great hindrance to og. Day by day its in- 
fluenco on the peoples of the world is falling lower. Freedom of 
‘conscience has been declared everywhere, so that now only yeort 
divide ue from the moment of the complete soracking of that 
Christian religion: as to other religions we shalt have stit leat 
difficulty in dealing with thers, but it woold be premature to 
speak of this cow. We shall stt clericaliom and cleriesls into 
such narrow frames 18 to make their influence move in retro 
gressive proportion to its former prozzias. 

3. When the time comes finally to destroy the papel court the 
finger of an invisible hand will point the nations towards this 
court, When, however, the nations fling themselves upon it, we 
shall come forward in the guise of its defenders as if to nave ex- 
cessive bloodshed. By this diversion we ahall penetrate to its 
very bowels and be sure wa shall nover come out again unt we 
ave ganwed through tho entiro strength of this place, 

4, The King of the ewe wit be the reat Pope of the Universe, 
tha paiviarch of the international Church, 

5, Bat, én the meantime, whilo wo are zeeducating youth in 
nev traditional religions and afterwards in ours, we sholl not 
overtly lay a finger on existing churches, But we shat fight 
‘opainst them by criticism calculated to produce schism... « 

6. Yn general, then, our comtemporary preas will contidue to 
convict State affairs, religions, ineapacities of the goyins, alwaya 
using the most unprincipled expressions in order by every meang 
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to lowor their prestige in the menner which ean only be prac- 
Haed by the genius of our gifted tribe... . 


7. Our kingdom will bs an apologia of the divinity Vien, in 
whom is found ita personification—in our hundred bands will be, 
one in each, tho aptings of tho machinery of eoclal life, ‘We sbatl 
see everything without the ald of official golics which, ix that 
scope of Hts righta which we elaborated for the use of the goyin, 
hinders governments from seeing. In our programme onesthird 
of our subjects will keep the rest under observation from a sense 
of duty, on the principle of volunteer service to tho State, Ie 
vwill then be no disgrace to bo a spy and informer, but a merit: 
unfounded deannefations, however, will be erucily punished thst 
there may bo development of abuses of this right. 


& Our agents will bo taken from the higher ng well as the 
lower ranks of society, from among the administrative class who 
spend thelr time in amusements, editors, printers aud publishers, 
Dookseliers, clerks, and salcamen, workmen, coachraea, tackeys, 
ebeotora. ‘This body, having no rights and not being empowered 
to tako any action on thelr own account, and consequently 2 po- 
Tico without any powor, will oply witness aud report: verification 
of thelr roporta and arvets will depend upon a xesponoible group 
of controtiore of polico affairs, whito the actual act of areca wil 
bo performed by the gendarmerie aud tha manicipal police, Any 
yporson not denouncing anything acen or heard concerning quer 
Gonx of polity will alao bo charged with and mado responsible 
for concealment, if it bo proved that ho is guilty of this crime, 


9, Just ax nowadays our brethren are obliged af their ovtn risk 
to denounce to the kobal apostates of their own fomity or maen- 
hora who have been noticed doing anything in opposition to tho 
Aabal, so in our kingdoms over all tha world i will be obligatory 
for ait our subjects fo observe the duty of servica to the State 
fn this direction, 


10, Sueb an organisation will extirpate abuses of nuthority, of 
foreo, of bribery, ovorything in fect which wa by our counsels, 
by our theories of the anporbuman rights of man, have intro- 
duced into tho customs of the goyim .... But how olgo were Wo 
to progure thet inereaso of causes predisposing to disorders in 
tho maldst of their adwinistration? ... . Among the number of 
thogo methods onp of the most importont is—agenta for tho resto- 
ration of order, 99 placod as to have tho opportunity ia thefr dis- 
integrating activity of doveloping and displaying their evil in- 
alinations—obstinate self-eoncelt, irresponsible exercise of au- 
thority, and, firat and foremost, venality. 
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1. When it becomes necessary for ug ta strengthen the st 
measures of secret defence (the most fatal poison for the pres- 
{ge of suthority) wwe shall arrange a eftaulation of disordera or 
some manifestation of discontents finding expression through 
the co-operation of good speakers. Round these speakers will as 
semble alf who are sympathetio to his utterances, This will give 
‘us the pretert for domiciliary prerequisitions and surveillance 
aa fhe part of our servants from among tho momber of the goyim 
police... « 

2. As the majority of conspirators act out of love for the game, 
for the sake of talking, 20, antil they commit some overt act wo 
shall uot lay s finger on them but only introduce into their 
midst observation elements ... . Tk must he remembered that 
the prestige of authority is lessened if it frequently discovers 
conspiracies against itself: this implies a presnmption of con- 
sclousnese of weakness, o7, what ja atill worse, of injustice. You 
are aware that wo have broken the prestige of the goy kings by 
frequent attempts upon thelr lives through our agents, blind 
sheep of our fleck, who aro ensily moved by a few Hberal phrases 
to crimes provided only thoy bo painted in political colours, 
We have compelted the rulers to acknowledge their weakness in 
advertising overt measures of sceret defence and thereby ws 
shall bring the promise of authority to destruction. 

4, Our ruler vill be secretly protected only by the most in- 
significant guard, because we shall not admit so much ag a 
thonght that there could exist agafust bim any sedition with 
which ho is not strong enough to contend and is compelled to 
hide from it, 

4, If'we should gdmit this thought, as the gayim have done 
and are doing, we ahould ipso facto be signing s death sentence, 
Af not for our ruler, at eny rete for his dynasty, ab no distant 

5. According to strictly enforced ontward appestances our 
ruler will employ bis power ouly for the edvantaze of the nation 
‘nnd in no wise for his om or dyanstic profits. Therefore, with 
tha observance of this decorum, his authority swill be respected 
‘and guarded by the subjects thenisclves, it will receive an apothe- 
osis fn the admission that with It fa bound up the well-being of 
covery citizen of the State, for upon it wit depend all order in the 
‘common fife of the peck . 

8, Overt defence of the hind argues weakness in the organisa 
fon of hit strength, 

7. Our ruler will always emoug the people be surrounded by & 
‘mob of apparently curious mea and waren, who will occupy the 
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front ranks about hitn, to all appearance by chance, and wil re- 
strain the ranks of tho rest out of reapect as it wilt appear for 
god order. This will sow au example of restraint also in otbors. 
Hf 1 petitioner appoars amtong the people trying to band @ pe- 
tition and forcing his woy through tho ranks, the first ranks 
must receive the petition and before the eyes of the petitioner 
pss it to tho ruler, 60 that all moy know tbat what is nruded fa 
Teaches its destination, that, consequently, there exists a contra! 
‘of the roler himself. ‘The anrecle of power requires for its exia- 
tenen that tho propio may be able to say: “IE the king knew of 
thie,” on: *the king will hear it” 

8, With the establishment of official defence the mystical 
prestige of authority disappears: given a certain audacity, ond 
‘everyone counts himself master of it, the sedition-monger 38 oon 
scious of his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the 
moment to make an sttempt apon authority... For the gayi 
swe have been preaching something elee, but by that very fact we 
to enabled taste what meemaes of overt defence have brought 
them to. © 

9, Criminals with wa witt be arrested at the first moro or Yeas 
well-gronnded suspicion: it cannot be allowed that out of fear of 
‘a poseitle mistoke an opportnuity should be given of eacape to 
peréons suspected of a political Jopse of exime, for in these mat 
tera wo shall bo Uterolly merciless, Tf it ig still possible, by 
stretching point, to admit s reconsideration of the motive 
causes in simple erities, thers ix no possibility of excuse for per- 
sana oceupying theraseives with questions in which nobody except 
tha government can understand anything .... And it is not all 
governments that understand trve policy. 
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4. Tf wo do not permit any independent dabbling in tho politi- 
‘nl wa shat] on tho other hand encourage every kind of report or 
netition with proposals for tha government to examine into all 
kinds of proieets for the ametieration of the condition of the 
peopie: this wit rovent to 1a the defects or else the fantasies of 
one aubjecte, to which wo shall reapond either by accomplishing 
them or by wiso rebutment to prove the shortsightedness of 
‘one who judges wrongly, 

2, Scdition-mongoring ia nothing more than the yapping of a 
lap-dog at-an clephant. Far a government well organised, not 
from the police but from the public point of view, tho lap-dow 
ane at the clephaat in entire uaconseiousness of its strength and 
importance. Tt needa no more than to toko a good example 10 
show tho relative importouca of both and the lap.dogs wilt ceaso 
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fo yap and wiil wog thelr tails the moment they set eyes on 20 
elephant, 

3, In order to destroy the prestige of hercism for political 
crime we shall send it for triat in the category of thieving, mar 
der, and every kind of abominable and filthy crime, Public 
opinion will then confuse in its conception of this category of 
erimo with the dlograce attaching to every other and wil! brand 
it with the samo contempt, 

4, We have done our best, and I hobe we bave succeeded, to 
obtain that the goyim should not arrive at this means of contend. 
ing with sedition. It waa for this reason that through the Press 
and in apecches, indireetly—in cleverly cotopited school-books om 
history, we have advertised the martyrdom alleged ta have been 
accredited by sedition mougers for the idea of the eommonveal, 
‘This advertisement bes increased the contingent of Bberals and 
tng brought thoosends of gopim into the nanks of cur Livestock 
cattle, 

xX 

1. Todoy wo shall touch upon the Linsneiat programme, which 
I put off to the end of my report as being tho most diffieult, the 
‘crowning and the decisive point of our plans. Before entering 
pon it Z will remind you that I have already spoken hefore by 
way of o hint when I said that the sum total of our actions ix 
settled by the question of figures. 

2. ‘When we come into our kingdom our autocratic government 
will ovoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibly bur- 
dening the masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it 
playa the part of father and protector. “But as Stata organiss- 
Hiom costs dear it is necessary nevertheless to obtain the fonds 
required for it, It, will, therefore, elaborate with particaler 
precaution the question of equilibrium in this matter, 

3. Que rate, ia which th king will enjoy the legal fiction that 
everything in his State belongs to him (which may easily be 
translated into fact), will be enabled to resort to the latefall con- 
fiseation of alf sums of every kind for the regulation of thelr 
circulation im the State, From this follows that taxation will 
beat be covered by n progressive tax on property. In this maz- 
pet the dues wil be poid without etraitening or ruining anybody 
in tho form of u percentage of the amount of property. ‘The rich 
aust be awere thet it is their duty to place a part of their su 
perfluities at the disposal of the State since the State guarantees 
them security of possession of the rest of their property and the 
Fight of honest gains, I say honest, for the control over property 
‘will do away with robbery om a Tegal basis, 
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4, ‘This social roform must come from above, for the time is 
tipe for it—It is indispensable aa a pledge of peace, 

, ho tax upon the poor men ina seed of revolution and orks 
to the detriment of tho State which in hunting after the tiling 
is massing the big. Quite apart from this, a tax on capitalists 
diminishes the growth of wealth in private hands in which we 
have in thoso days eonconteated it as a counterptiso to the gov- 
erament strength of the gayim—their Stato finances, 

6. A tax incressing in o percentage ratio to capital will give 
much larger ravenna thoa the present individual or property 
tax, which is uscful to us now for the sole reason that it exeites 
‘rouble and discontent among the govimn. 

7, Tho forco upon which our king will rest consists in the equi 
Hbrium ond the guarantee of pence, for the sake of which things 
it J indispensablo that the capitalists should yield up a portion 
of their incomes for tha sake of tho reeure Working of the ma- 
chinery of tho State. Stato needs. must be paid by those who 
‘Wilt not feel the burden and bavo enough to take from, 

8 Such a mensuro will destroy the hatred of the poor inan for 
the rich, in whom ho wil seo a necessary financial support for 
the Stato, wilt seo in him the organiser of peaco and well-being 
since ho Will seo that it fe the rich man who is ptying the acces 
sary means to attain these things. 

9, In order that payers of the educated classea should not £00 
auch distress themtelves over tho new payments thoy will have 
full accounte given them of ths destination of those poymente, 
with the excoption of such sums ag will be appropriated for the 
Reeds of tho throne and the ndmipistrative instinutions. 

30, Ho who reigns will not havo any properties of his owa 
onco all in the State represcated bis patrimony, or clee the one 
would be in contradiction to the other; the fact of holding private 
means would destroy tho right of property in the common pos 
seariona of oil, 

11, Rolatives of him who reigns, bis teirs oxcepted, who will 

<bo maintained by tho resources of the State, must enter the 

rnoks of servants of tho State or must work to obtafa the right to 
property; the privilege of royal blood must not sceve for the 
spoiling of tho troaaury. 

12, Purchasg, receipt of money or faheritanco will bo subject 
to the payment of m stamp progressive tox, Any transfor of 
property, whethor monoy o other, without evidence of payment 
of this tox which will bo strictly registered by names, will ronder 
the former holder lable to poy interest on the tax from the mo- 
mont of transfer of these sums up to the discovery of his ovasion 
of declaration of the transfor, ‘Transfer documents must be pro- 
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sented weekly at the local treasury office with notifications of the 
name, surname and permonent place of residence of the former 
and the now holder of the property. This transfer with register 
of names must begin from a definite sum which exceeds the ordi 
nary expenses of buying and selling necessaties,‘and these will 
be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of a definite per- 
centage of tho tai, 

39. Just atrike an estimnte of how many times such tea as 
these will cover the revenze of the goyirn States, 

‘1A, The State exchequer ‘ill have to maintain a definite com- 
plement of reserve sums, and all that is collected above thet com- 
plement must be returned into circulation, On these sums will 
be organised public works, ‘The initiative in works of thia kind, 
proceeding from State sourees, will blind the working class firmly 
4o the interests of the State and to those who reign. From these 
same mimo also a part will be set aside as rewards of inventive: 
ness and productiveness, 

35. On no account should so mach as 2 single unit above the 
definite and freely estinnnted sams be retained in the State trens- 
aries, for money existe to be eirealated and any Kind of stegne- 
tion of money acts rninously on the Tanning of the State ms- 
chinery, for which it is the lubricant; a stagnation of the Inbri 
cant inay stop the regular working of the meebanisi, 

36, ‘The substitution of interest-bearing paper for a part of 
the token of exchange has produced exactly this staguation. The 
ensequcnce of this ereumstanco aro alvendy anftieintly 20- 
ticcable. 

2. A conct of account will also be instituted by as, and in it 
tha ruler wi find at any moment n fall eccounting for Stato in- 
come and expenditure, with the exception of the current month- 
ly account, aot set made up, and thet of the preceding month, 
‘hich wil! not'yet have been delivered. 

38, ‘ko one and uly persoh who will bavo n0 interest in rob- 
bing tho Stato is its owner, the ruler. ‘This is why bis personal 
control will remove tho possibility of leakages of extravsgances. 

19, ‘The representative fonction of the raler at receptions for 
tho sake of etiquette, which obsorbs £0 much invaluable timo, will 
tbe abolished im order that the ruler may havo time for coutrol and 
consideration. His power will not thon be aplit up into fractional 
paris among time-serving favourites who surround the throne for 
its pomp and splendour, and are interested only in their own and 
not in the common interests of the State. 

20. Econoue crises have been producer by ua for the goyim 
hy uo other means than the withdrawal of monoy from clreula- 
tion. Huge eupitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from 
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States, which wero constantly obliged to apply to thosa same 
stagnant capitals for loons. ‘These Joona burdened tho finances 
of tho Stato with tho payment of jaterest and made them the 
Yond slaves of these enpltals .... ‘The concentration of industry 
in the bands of capitalists out of the hands of emall masters bes 
araived away all the juices of the peoples aud with them also the 
States... 

21, Tho present iaaue of money in genors! does not correspond 
with the requirements per head, and counot therefore sntialy all 
tho needs of the srorkere, ‘Tho isso of money ought to corte 
spond with the growth of population aud thereby cbildren alsa 
must absolutely be reekoned oa consumers of eurrency from 
tho day of their birth. ‘The rovislon of feme is a moterial ques- 
ton for tho wholo world, 

22, You are aware that the gold standard has been the ruin 
of the States tchich adopted it, for it has ot been able to satis. 
fy the demands for monsy, the more 10 that we hove removed 
‘gold from circulation a3 for as posible, 

20. With ua the atondord that xoust be introduced is the cost 
of working-man power, whether ft he reckoned in paper or ia 
wood, ‘Wo shall mako tho issuo of money in accordance with the 
normal requtiremonta of ench subject, nddiug to the quantity with 
every birth and aubtractiog with every death. 

24. ‘Tho accounts will bo managed by each department (the 
French administrativo division), each eitele. 

25, Tn order that there may be no delays in the paying out of 
monoy for Stato needs the surus and terms of euch payments will 
ho fixed by decreo of tho rulor: this will do away with the pro- 
tection by a ministry of one institution to the detriment of others. 

26, The budgety ot income oud expenditure wilt be carried ont 
aide by side tnt thoy my not bo obsaured by distanen one to a. 
other. 
~27. The xeforme projected by ux in the financiel institutions 
‘thd principles of the goin wilt bo clothed by us in such forms 
‘a wil alarm nobody, “We chall point out the necessity of reforaix 
jn consequenes of tho disorderly darknecs into which the gayim 
by their ireeguiarities heve plunged tho finenecs, ‘Tho first 
regalarity, a8 swe shall point out, cousiste in their beginning with 
drawing up a single budget which year after year grows owing 
to tho following cause: this budget is drogged out to half the 
year, thon they demond a budget to put things right, aud this 
they expend im thrce months, after which they ask for a supple- 
mentary budget, and ail this ends with o Hquidation budget. 
But, af tho budget of the following yesr is dratm tp in accord- 
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auce with the sum of the total addition, the sunaal departure 
from the normal reaches as much as G0 per cent in a yesr, and 
4 the ennuel budget is trebled in ten Years. ‘Thanks to'such 
methods, allowed by tho cazelosmess of the goy States, their 
treasuries are omapty. The period of loans aupervenes, and that 
hes ewallowed up remaindera and brought all the goy States to 
bankruptey. 

28, You understand porlectly that economic arrongements of 
this kind, which have been suggeated ta the goyim by us, eannot 
bo cartied on by us. 

29, Exery ind of ioon proves infirmity in the State and a 
want of anderstandiog of tho rights of the State, Ieans hang 
like @ aword of Damooles over tho heads of rulers, who, jastesd 
of taking from thelr aabjects by # temporary tax, come begging 
with outstretched palma of our bankers, Foreign Joaus are leeches 
which there fs uo possibility of removing from the body of the 
State until they fall off of themselves ot the Stato flings thems 
off, But the goy States do not tear them off; they go on in per- 
sisting in puiting more on to themselves so that they must in- 
evitably perish, drained by voluntary blood.tetting, 

30, ‘What alio indeed is, ia eahstance, a loan, especially a for- 
cign loan? A toon isan issue of government bills of exchange 
containing a percentage obligation commensurate to the sum of 
the foam capital. If the loan beara a charge of § per eent, then 
in twenty yeors the State voiuly pays aviay in interest a sum 
equal to the joan borrowed, in forty years it is paying a double 
sim, in sizty—teeble, and all the while the debt remains an an- 
paid debt 

31, From this calculation it ts obvious that with any form of 
taxation per head the State is baling out the fest coppers of the 
poor taxpayers in order to settle accounts with wealthy foreign 
ere, from whom it bes borrowed money instead of collecting these 
coppers for Hs own needs without the additions! interest 

32, So long es loans Were internat the gayim only shoffted 
their money from the pockets of tha poor to those of tho rich, 
bat when ste bought up the necessary person in order to transfer 
Joana into the external sphere alll tho wealth of States fowed 
into oor cash-bores and all the goyin began te pny us the tribute 
of subjects. 

‘$3, 1€ the superficiality of goy kings on their thrones in regard 
to State afCairs and the venality of ministers or the Want of un- 
derstanding of finapeint matters on the part of other ruling per- 
sons have made their countries debtors to ome treasuries to 
ampunts quite impossible to pay it hns aot been accomplished 
without, on our part, heavy’ expenditure of trouble and money. 
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94, Stagnation of money will not bo allowed by us and there 
foro thero will bo no State interest-bearing paper, exespt a ote- 
por-cent series, co that there will be no payment of Intercat to 
Jecohes that auck al tho atrength out of tho State, ‘Phe right to 
iesuo interest-bearing papor will bo given oxclusively to indas- 
trial companies who will find no diffeulty in paying interest out 
of profits, whereas the Slato docs not make interest on borrowed 
money like theso companies, for the State borrows to spend and 
nob to uso in oporations, 

36, Industrial papers will be bought slea by the.goverament 
which from being as now 8 paper of tribute by loan operations 
will bo transformed into a lender of money at a profit, This 
ensure Wil stop the stagnation of money, parasitic profite end 
Hdleness, all of which were useful for us amonk the goyint so long 
‘ts thoy Tore independent but ato not desirable under our rule, 

86, How clear ix tho andoveloped power of thought of tho 
purely brato braina of the goyin, aa expressed in the fect that 
they have been borrowing from ns with payment of interest 
withont ever thinking thet all the seme these very moueya plus 
an addition for payment of interest oust be got by them Crom 
their ow Stato pockets In ordur to settle up with us. What 
could have been sitapler than to take the money they wanted 
sro their own peoplet 

87, But it is a proof of the gouius of our chosen mind thet we 
have contrived to present the matter of loons to them in much & 
Tight that they have oven scen in them an advantage for them- 
solvee. 

98, Our accounts, which we shall present when the time comes, 
in the Hight of centuries of experieuco gained by experiments 
made by us om tho goy States, will be distinguished by clearness 
‘nd dofiniteness and will ahow at a glance to all men the advan 
tage of our inzovations. They wilt put an end to thore abuses 
lo which we owe our mastery aver the goyim, but whieh esanot be 
alloyed in our kingdom. 

39. We shail s0 hedge ubout oar system of accounting that 
neither the ralor nor tho moat invignifieant pobile servant sill

41, The goy rolore, whom Wo once upon a time advised should 
bo distrasted from State occupations by representative recep- 
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tions, observances of etiquette, entertainments, were only screctis 
for oar rgle, ‘The azeonnta of favourite courtiers who replaced 
them in the sphere of affeira were drown up for thent by oor 
agents, and every time gave satisfaction to shortaighted minds 
by promises that in the futore economies and improvements Were 
foreseen . .. . Ecouomntea from what? From new taxest—wers 
questions that might have been bat wore not asked by thoes who 
read our acconats and projects, 

42. You know to what they Lave been brought by this care- 
lessness, to what o pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, 
notwithstanding the astonishing industry of their peoples...

1. To what I reported to you at tho last meeting T shall now 
add ¢ detailed explanation of internal lomus, Of foreign Joans 
Teball say nothing more, because they hove fed us with national 
moneys of the goyim, but for our State there Will be no forcigae 
rs, that is, nothing externa!. 

2. We have taken advantage of the veuality of administrators 
and slackuess of ralera to get our moneys twice, thrice aud moro 
times over, by lending to the goy governments moneys. which 
wero not at all needed by the Stetes, Could anyone do the like 
in regard to ust...

‘In a few days the 
treamry safes ate es they soy overflowing and there's more 
money than they ean do with (‘why then take itf}, ‘The subscrip- 
tion, it is alleged, covers many times over the isyuo total of th. 
loan; in this Hes tho whole stage effeet—lodk you, they say, whet 
confidence is shown in the government's bills of exchange. 

4, Bat when the comedy is played out there emerges the fact 
that a debit and an exceedingly burdensome debit bas been cre 
ated. For tho payment of interest it hecontes necessary to have 
recourse to new loans, which do not atvailow up but oniy add 
to the capital debt. And when this credit is exhausted it be. 
comes necessary by new toxex to cover, not the loan, but only 
fhe interest on it These taxes aro o debit employed to cover a 

bit se. 

5, Zater comes the time for conversions, but they diminish the 


a 


Payment of interest without covering the debt, and besides they 
cannot be mado without tho consent of tho lenders; on announe- 
ing a conversion & proposal is made to return the money to thoae 
‘who are not willing to convert their paper. If everybody ex. 
pressod iis unvrillingnoss and demanded bis money back, the gov- 
¢ramont Would bo hooked on their own files and would bs found 
ingolvent and unable to poy tho proposed sums.

& Nowadays, with external losns, these tricks eannot be 
played by the goyint for they know that we shall demand ell our

7. Tn this way on acknowledged bankruptcy will best prove to 
tha various countries the absence of ony meons between tho in- 
terests of the peoples amd of those srho role them . 

8, I bog you to concentrate your particalar attention upon this 
point and upon tho following: nowadays ofl internal loans are 
consolidated by so-called flying loans, thut is, such as havo terms 
‘of payment more of lesa near. Theso debts comsiat of moneys 
paid into the savings banks and reserve funds, If left for long 
at the disposition of a government these fonds evaporate in the 
payment of interest on foreign loans, and are placed by tho de- 
poait of equivalent amount of rentes. 

8. And theso lost it is whieh pateh up all the leoks in tho Stato 
treasntios of the goyim, 

10, Whon ‘we ascend the throne of the world all these finan- 
cial oud similar shifts, ae being not in accord with oar interests, 
will be swopt away go us not to leave» trace, as nlso will be de- 
stroyed all money markets, cinco wo shell not allow tho prestige 
of our power to bo ahaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our 
values, which wo sball annoonce by law at the price which rep 
‘sesonts thefr fall worth without any possibility of lowering ot 
raising.

21. ‘Wo shall replace the wonoy merkets by grandoisa govern- 
mont oredit institutions, tho object of which will be to fix the 
pelco of industrial valucs in accordance with government views, 
‘Those inatitutlons will bo in a position to fling upon the market 
fivo hundred millions of industriel paper in ono day, or to bay 
up for tho sume amount. In thia way all industrial undertakings

. +. « Putting aside fine phrases we shall speak of the signi 
ficance of each thought: by comparisons and dedgctions we shall throw 
light upon surrounding facts, 

‘What I am about to set forth, then, is our system from tho two 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim (i., non Jews). 


Te must be noted that men with bad instinets are more in number 
than the good, and therefore the best results in governing them are 
attained by violence and terrorisation, and not by neademic discussions, 
Every man sims at power, everyone would like to become a dictator 
if only he could, and rare indeed are the men who would not be willing 
to sacrifice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own wel- 
fore. 

‘What has restrained the beasts of prey who are called men? 
‘What has served for their guidance hitherto? 

In the beginnings of the structure of society they were subjected 
to brutal and blind force; afterwards—te Law, which is the same 
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force, only disguised. I draw the conelusion that by the law of nature 
right lies in force, 


Political freedom is an idea but not a fact, This idea one must 
know how to apply whenever it appears necessary with this bait of 
un iden to attract the masses of the people to one’s party for the 
purpose of crushing another who is in authority, ‘This task is ren- 
dored easier if the opponent has himself been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called Theralism, and, for the sake of an idea, is will- 
ing to yield some of his power. Is is precisely here that the triumph 
of our theory appeara: the slackened reins of government are imme- 
diately, by the law of life, caught up and gathered together by a now 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot for one single day 
exist without guidance, and the new authority merely fits into the 
place of the old already weakened by liberalism. 


In our day the power which has replaced that of the rulers who 
were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was when Faith ruled. The 
idea of freedom is impossible of realisation becavse no one knows how 
to use it with moderation, It is enough to hand over a people to self- 
government for a certain length of time for that people to be turned 
into a disorganised mob, From that moment on we get internecine 
strifo which soon develops into battles between classes, in the midst 
of which States burn down and their importance is reduced to that of 
2 heap of ashes. 


Whether 2 State oxhausts itself in its own convulsions, whether its 
internal discord brings it under the power of external foes—in any 
case it can be uceounted irretrievably lost: it is in our power. The 
despotism of Capital, which is entirely in ovr hands, reaches out to 
it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must take hold of: if not—it 
goes to the bottom, 


Should anyone of a Hhoral mind say that such reflections as the 
above are immoral I would put the following questions:—If every 
State has two foes and if in regard to the external foe it is allowed 
and not considered immoral to use every manner and art of conflict, 
as for example to keep the enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
defence, to attack hin by night or in superior numbers, then in what 
way can the same means in regard to a worse foo, the destroyer of 
tha structure of socioty and the commonweal, be called immoral and 
not permissible? 


Ts it possible for any sound logical mind to hope with any suceess 
to guide erowds by the aid of reasonable counsels and arguments, 
when sny objection of contradiction, sonseless though it may be, can 
be made and when such objection may find more fnyour with the peo- 
ple, whose powers of rensoning ave superficial? Men in masses and 
the men of the masses, being guided solely by petty passions, paltry 
Lcliefs, customs, traditions and sentimental theorism, fall a prey to 
parly dissension, which hinders any kind of agreement even on the 
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basis of a perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of a crowd 
depends upon @ chance or packed majority, which, in its ignorance 
of political secrets, puts forth some ridiculous resolution that lays in 
the administration 2 seed of anarchy. 


‘The political hus nothing in common with the moral, The ruler 


* who is goverened by the moral is not a skilled politician, and is there- 


fore unstable on his throne. He who wishes to rule must have 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
MWke frankness and honesty, are viees in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their theones more effectively and more certainly than 
the most powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of 
the kingdoms of the goyim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. 


Our right lies in force. The word “right” is an abstract thought 
and proved by nothing. The word means no more than:—Give me 
what I want in order that thereby I may have a proof that 1 am 
stronger than you. 


Where does right begin? Wheve does it end? 


In any State in which there is a bad organization of authority, 
an impersonality of laws and of the rulers whe have lost their person- 
ality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying out of liberalism, T 
find 2 new right—to attack by the right of the strong, and to seater 
to the winds all existing forces of order and regulation, to reconstruct 
ail institutions and to become the sovereign lord of those who have 
eft to us the rights of their power by laying them down voluntarily 
in their liberalism, 


‘Our power in the present tottering condition of al forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because it will remain invisible 
‘until the moment when it has gained snch strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. 


Qut of the temporary evil we are now compelled to commit will 
emerge the good of an unshakeable rule, which will restore the regu- 
lar course of the machinery of the national life, brought to nought 
by liberalism. ‘The result justifies the means. Let us, however, in our 
plans, diveet our attention not so much to what is good and moral as 
to what is necessary and useful. 


Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategically the Hine 
from which we cannot deviate without ranning the risk of seeing the 
labour of many centuries brought to naught, 


In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is necessary 
to have regard to the raseality, the slackness, the instability of the 
mob, its Inck of capacity to understand and respect the conditions of 
its own life, or its own welfare. It must be understood that the might, 
of a mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force ever at the mercy 
of a suggestion from any side, The blind cannot lead the blind with 
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out bringing them into the abyss; consequently, members of the mob, 
upstarts from the people even though they should be a3 a genius for 
wisdom, yet having no understanding of the political, cannot come for- 
ward as lenders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to ruin, 


Only one trained from childhood for independent rule can have 
understanding of the words that can be made up of the political 
alphabet, 


A people left to itself ie, to upstarts from its midst, brings itself 
to ruin by party fissensions excited by the pursuit of power and hon- 
our and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it possible for the masses 
of the people calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be mixed up with 
personal interests? Can they defend themselves from an external foe? 
it is unthinkable, for 9 plan broken up info as many parts as there 
are heads in the mob, loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes un- 
intelligible and impossible of execution. 


It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elaborated ex- 
tensively and clearly in such a way as to distribute the whole properly 
among the several parts of the machinery of the State: from this the 
conclusion is inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for 
any country is one that voncentrates in tho hands of one responsible 
person, Without an absolute despotism there can be no existence for 
civilisation which is carried on not by the masses but by their guide, 
whosoever that person may be. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom 
in its hands it quickly turns to anarchy, which in itself ja the highest 
degree of savagery. 


Behold the aleoholised animals, bemused with drink, the ight to 
an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom, it is not for 
us and ours to walk that xond, ‘The peoples of the goyim are bemused 
with alcoholic liquors; thelr youth has grown stupid on classicism and 
from carly immorality, into which it has been inducted by our special 
agents—by tutors, Iackeys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, 
by clerks and others, by our women in the places of dissipation fre- 
guented by the goyim, In the number of these Inst I count also the 
socitiled “society ladies," voluntary followers of the others in eovrup- 
tion and luxury, 


‘Our countersign is—Torce and Make-believe. Only force conquers 
in politica! affairs, especially if it be concealed in the talents essential 
to statesmen. Violonee must be the principle, and cunning and make- 
hetieve the rule for governments which do not want to lay down their 
crowns ab tho feet of agents of some new power. This ovil is the 
‘one and only meana to attain the end, the good. Therefore we must 
not stop at bribery, deceit and treachery when thoy should serve to- 
wards the attainment of our end. In politics one must know how to 
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seize the property of othors without hesitation if by it we secure sub- 
mission and sovereignty. 


Qur State, marching along the path of peaceful conquest, has the 
right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and moxe satis~ 
factory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the terror which 
tends to produce blind submission. Just but merciless severity is tho 
greatest factor of strongth in the State: not only for the sake of gain 
but also in the name of duty, for the sake of victory, we must keep 
to the programme of violence and make-believe. The doctrine of 
squaring accounts is precisely as strong as the means of which it 
makes use, Therefore it ig not so much by the means themeselves as 
by the doctrine of severity that we shall triumph and bring all govern~ 
ments into subjection to our super-government. It is enough for them 
to know that we are merciless for all disobedience to cease. 


Far back in ancient times we were the first to cry among the 
masses of the people the words “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” 
words many times xepeated since those days by stupid poll-parrots 
who from all sides round flew down upon these baits and with them 
carried away the well-being of the world, true freedom of the indi- 
vidual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure of the mob. 
‘The would-be wise men of the goyim, the intellectuals, could not make 
anything out of the uttered words in their abstractnoss; did not note 
the contradiction of their menning and inter-relation: did not see that 
in nature there is no equality, cannot be freedom: that Nature herself 
has ostablished in equality of minds, of characters, and capacities, 
just as immutably as she has established subordination to her laws: 
never stopped to think that the mob is a blind thing, that upstarts 
elected from among it to bear rule are, in regard to the politicnl, the 
same blind men as the mob itself, that the adept, though he be a fool, 
can yet rule, whereas the non-adept, even if he were 2 genius, under- 
stands nothing in the political—to all these things the goyim paid no 
regard; yet all the time it was based upon these things thet dynastic 
rule rested: the father passed on to the son a knowledge of the course 
of political affairs in such wise that none should know it but members 
of the dynasty and none could betray it to the governed, As time 
went on the meaning of the dynastic transference of the true position 
‘of affairs in the political was lost, and this aided the success of our 
case, 

In all corners of the earth the words “Liberty, Equality, Fra- 
temnity” brought to our ranks, thanks to our blind agents, whole le~ 
gions who hove our banners with enthusiasm. And all the time these 
words were canker-worms nt work boring into the well-being of the 
goyim, putting an end everywhore to peace, quiet, solidarity and des- 
troying all the foundations of the goya States. As you will see later, 
this helped us to our triumph; it gave us the possibility, among other 
things, of getting into our hands the master card— the destruction of 
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the privileges, ov in other words of the very existence of the nristo- 
eraey of the gayim, that class which was the only defence peoples and 
countries had against us. On the ruing of the natural and genealo- 
“gical aristocracy of the goyim we have set up the aristocracy of our 
edueated class headed by the aristoersey of money. The qualifica- 
tions for this uristocrney we have established in wealth, whieh is de- 
pendent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned elders pro- 
vide the motive force. 


Our tiumph has been rendered oasier by the fact that in ovr re- 
lations with the men whom we wanted we have always worked upor 
the most sentitive chords of the human mind, upon the cash account, 
upon the cupidity, upon the insatiability for material needs of man; 
and each one of these human weaknesses, taken alone, is sufficient to 
puralyse initiative, for it hands over the will of men to the disposition 
‘of him who has bought their activities, 


‘The abstraction of freedom has enabled us to persuade the mob 
in all countries that their government is nothing but the steward of 
the people who nue the owners of the country, and that the steward 
may he replaced Hke a worn-out glove. 


It ig this possibility of replacing the representatives of the peo- 
ple which has placed them at our disposal, and, as it were, given us 
the power of appointment. 


Protecol No. 2 


Feonomie Wars—the foundation of the Jewish predominance, Figure- 
head government and “searct advisers,” Successes of destructive 
doctrines. Adaptability in politics. Part played by the Press. 
Gost of gold and value of Jewish sacrifice. 


It is indispensable for our purpose that wars, so far as possible, 
should not result in tervitorin! gains: way will thus be brought on to 
the economic ground, where the nations will not fail to perceive in the 
assistance we give the strength of our predominance, and this state of 
thinga will put both sides at the mexey of our international agentur; 
which possesses millions of eyes ever on the watch and unhamyered by 
any limitations whatsoever. Quy international rights will then wipe 
‘out national rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule the na~ 
tions precisely as the civil law of States rules the relations of their 
subjects among themselves. 


‘The administrators, whom we shall choose from among the public, 
with strict regard to their capacities for servile obendience, will not 
be persons trained in the arts of government, and will therefore easily 
‘become pawns in our game in the hands of men of learning and genius. 
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who will be their advisers, specialists bred and reared from carly child- 
hhood to rule the affairs of the whole world. As is well known to 
you, these specialists of ours have been drawing to fit them for rule 
the information they need from our political plans from the lessons 
of history, from observations made of the events of every moment 23 
it passes, The goyim are not guided by practical use of unprejudiced 
historical observation, but by theoretical routine without any critical 
regard for consequent results. We need not, therefore, take any ac- 
count of them—iet them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or 
Hive on hopes of new forms of enterprising pastime, or on the memo~ 
ries of all they Rave enjoyed. For them let that play the principal 
part which we have persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is with this object in view that we ere constantly, by 
means of our press, arousing a blind confidence in these theories, The 
intellectuals of the goyim will puff themselves up with their knowl- 
edges and without any logical virification of them will put into effect 
all the information available from science, which our agentur special- 
ists have cunningly pieced together for the purpose of educating their 
minds in the divection we want. . 


Do not suppose for 2 moment that these statements are empty 
words: think carofully of the successes we arranged for Darwinism, 
Marxism, Nietzsehe-ism. To us Jews, at any rate, it should ba plein 
to see what a disintegrating importance these directives have hed up- 
on the minds of the goyim, 


Ibis indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, charac- 
ters, tendencies of the nations in order to avoid making slips in the 
political and in the direction of administrative affairs. The triumph 
of our system, of which the component parts of the machinery may 
be variously disposed according to the temperament of the peoples 
met on our way, will fail of success if the practical application of it 
be not based upon a summing up of the lessons of the past in the light 
of the present. 


In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great force that 
creates the movement of thought in the people, and that is the Press. 
‘The part played by the Press is to keep pointing out requirements 
supposed to be indiapensable, to give voice to the complaints of the 
people, to express and to create discontent. It is the Press that the 
triumph of freedom of speech finds its incarnation. But the goyim 
States have not known how to make use of this force; and it has fallen 
into our hands. Through the Press we have gained the power to in- 
fluence while remaining ourselves in the shade; thanks to the Press 
Wwe have got the gold in our hands, notwithstanding that we have had 
to gather it out of oceans of blood and tears. But it has paid us, 
though we have sacrificed many of our people. Each victim on our 
side is worth in the sight of God a thousand goyim.

‘The Symbolic Snake and its significance. ‘The instability of the eon- 
stitutional scales, ‘Torror in the palaces, Power and ambition.

‘To-day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few steps off. 
"There remains a small space to cross and the whole long path we have 
trodden is ready now to close its cycle of tho Symbolic Snake, by 
which wa symbolise our people. When this ring closes, all. the States 
of Europe will ba locked in its coil as in a powerful vice. 


‘Tho constitution seales of these days will shortly break down, 
for we have established them with a certain lack of accurate balance 
in order that thoy may oscillate incessantly until they wear through 
the pivot on which they turn, ‘The goyim are under the impression 
that they have wolded thom su(liciently strong and they have all along 
Kept on expecting that the scales would come into equilibrium. But 
the pivots—tho kings on their thrones—are hemmed in by their repre- 
sentatives, whe play tho fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled 
and irresponsible power. ‘This power thoy owo to the terror which 
has been brenthed into the palaces. As they have no means of getting 
nt their people, into thoir vory midet, the kings on their thrones are 
no longer able to come to texme with them and so strengthen them- 
selves against sockers after power. We havo made » gulf between 
the far-seoing Sovereign Power and the blind fore of tho people so 
that both have lost all meaning, for like the blind man and his stick, 
both aro poworless apart, 


In order to incita seckors after power to a misuse of power we 
havo set all forces in opposition one to another, breaking up their 
Nberal tendencies towards independence. To this ond we have stirred 
up every form of entorprise, we have armed ail parties, wo have set 
up authority as a targat for ovory ambition, Of States we have mado 
gladiatoriol arenas whore a host of confused issues contend, . . A. 
Hiele more, and disorders and bankruptey will be universal. . . 


Babblors inexhaustible hayo turned into oratorien! contests the 
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sittings of Parliament and Administrative Boards, Bold journalists 
and unscrupulous pampheteers daily fall upon executive officials. 
Abuses of power will put the final touch in preparing all institutions 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skyward under the blows 
of the maddeded mob. 


All people are chained down to heavy toil by poverty more firmaly 
than ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from these, one 
way and another, they might free themselves, these could be settled 
with, but from want they will never get away. We have included in 
the constitution such rights as to the masses appear fictitious and not 
actual rights. All these so-called “People’s Rights” can exist only in 
idea, un idea which can never be realized in practical life, What is 
it to the proletariat labourer, bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed 
by his lot in life, if talkers get the right to babble, if journalists get 
the right to scribble any nonsense side by side with good stuff, once 
the proletariat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our table in return for 
their voting in favour of what we dictate, in favour of the men we 
place in power, the servants of our agentur. . . . Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece of irony, for 
the necessity he is under of foiling almost all day gives him no present 
use of them, but on the other hand robs him of all guarantee of regular 
and certain earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his com- 
rades or lockouts by his masters. 

‘The people under our guidance have annihilated the aristocracy, 
who were their one and only defence and foster-mother for the sake 
of thoir own advantage which is inseparably bound up with the well- 
being of the people. Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristo- 


* exacy, the people have fallen into the grips of merciless money- 


grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel yoke upon 
the necks of the workers, 


We appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the worker from 
this oppression when we propose to him to enter the ranks of our 
fighting forces—Socialists, Anarchists, Communists—to whom we al- 
ways give support in accordance with an alleged brotherly rule (of 
the solidarity of all humanity) of our social masonry. The aristo- 
eracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of the workers, was inter- 
ested in seeing that the workers were well fed, healthy and strong. 
We are interested in just the opposite—in the diminution, the killing 
‘out of the Goyim, Our power is in the chronic shortness of food and 
physical weakness of the worker because by all that this implies he 
js made the slave of our will, and he will not find in his own authori 
ties either strength or energy to set against our will. Hunger ore- 
ates the right of capital to rule the worker more surely than it was 
given to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 


By want and the envy aud hatred which it engenders we akall

move the mobs and with their hands we shall wipe out all those who 
hinder us on our way. 


‘When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of all tho World 
to be crowned it is these snme hands which will sweep away every- 
thing that might bo a hindrances thereto. 


‘The goyim have lost the habit of thinking unless prompted by the 
suggestions of our specialists, ‘Therefore they do not see the urgent 
necessity of what we, When our kingdom comes, shail adopt at once, 
namely this, that it is essential to teach in national sehools one sim- 
ple, true picco of knowledge, the basis af alt knowledge—the know!- 
edge of the structure of human life, of social existence, which re- 
quires division of Iabour, and, consequently, the division of men into 
classes and conditions. It is essential for all to know that owing to 
difference in the objects of human activity there cannot be any equal- 
ity, that ho who by any act of his compromises a whole class cannot 
be equally responsible before the law with him who affects no one 
but only bis own honour. Tho trad Imowiedge of the structure of 
society, into the scereta of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
demonstrate to all mon that the positions and work must be kept 
within a certain cixele, that they may not become # source of human 
suffering, arising from on education whieh docs not correspond with 
the work which individuals are called upon to do, After a thorough 
study of this knowledge the peoples will voluntarily submit to authori- 
ty and accopt auch position as is appointed them in the State. In the 
present state of imowledge and the direction we hnve given to its de- 
velopment the people, blindly believing things in print—cherishes— 
thanks to promptings intended to mislead and to its own ignoranee— 
2 blind hatred towards all conditions which it considers above itself, 
for it has no understanding of the meaning of clase and condition. 


‘This bntred will be still further magnified by the effects of an 
economic crises, which will stop denlings on the exchanges and bring 
industry to a standstill. We shall create by all the secret subter- 
rancan methods open to us and with the nid of gold, which is all in 
our hands, a universal economic erises whereby we shall throw upon 
the streets whole mobs of workers simultineously in all the countries 
of Europe... These robs will rush delightedly to shed the blood of 
Shose whom, in tho simplicity of their ignorance, they have onvied from 
their cradies, and whose property they will then be able to loot, 

“Qure” they will not touch, because the moment of attack will be 
known to us and wo stull take measures to protect our own. 

‘Wo have demonstrated that progress will bring all the goyim to 
tho sovercignty of reason. Our despotism will be precisely that; for 
it wil know how by wise severities to pacifieato all unvest, to cauter- 


ise liberalism out of all institutions, 


‘When the populace has scen that al sorts of concossions and 
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indulgences are yielded it im the name of freedom it has imagined it- 
self to be sovereign lord antt has stormed its way to power, but, nat 
urally, ike every other blind man it has come upon a host of stum- 
bling blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the sense 
to return to the former state and it has laid down its plenipotentiary 
powers at our feet, Remember the French Revolution, to which it 
was we who gave the name of “Great”: the secrets of its prepara- 
tions are well known to us for it was wholly the work of our hands, 

Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples from one 
disenchantment to another, so that in the end they should turn also 
from us in favour of that King-Despot of the blood of Zion, whom 
we are preparing for the world, 

At the present day we ave, as an international force, invincible, 
because if attacked by some we axe supported by other States. It is 
the bottomless rescality of the goyim peoples, who crawl on their 
bellies to frrce, but are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to 
faults anu saduigent to crimes, unwilling to bear the contradictions 
ot a free social system but patient unto martyrdom under the vio- 
lence of a bold despotism—it is those qualities which are aiding us to 
independence. From the premier-dictators of the present day the 
goyim peoples suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least 
of them they would have beheaded twenty kings. 

What is the explanation of this phenomenon, this curious incon- 
sequence of the masse§ of the peoples in their attitude towards what 
would appear to be ovents of the sume order? 

It is explained by the fact that these dictators whisper to the 
peoples through their agents that through these abuses they are in- 
ficting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to secure the 
welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood of them all, 
their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturally: they do not tell 
the peoples that this unification must be accomplished only under our 
sovereign rule. 

And thus the people condermn the upright and acquit the guilty, 
persuaded ever more and more that it can do whatsoever it wishes. 
Thanks to this state of things the people are destroying every kind 
of stability and creating disorders at every step. 

‘The word “freedom” brings out the communities of men to fight 
against every Rind of force, against every kind of authority, even 
against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, when we 
come into cur kingdom, shail have to erase this word from the lexi- 
con of life as fraplying a principle of brate foree which turns mobs 
into bloodthirsty beasts, 

These beasts, it is true, fall asleep again every time when they 
have drunk their fil of blood, and at such times can easily be riveted 
into their chains. But if they be not given blood they will not sleep 
and continue to struggle, 
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Protocol No. 4 


Stages of a Republic. Gentile Masonry, Freedom and Feith. Tnter- 
‘national Industria! Competition. Role of Speculation, Cult of 
+ Gold. 


Every republic passes through several stages. The first of these 
is comprised in the early days of mud raging by the blind mob, tossed 
hither and thither, right and left: the second is demagogy, from which 
js bora anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism—not any long- 
or legal and overt, and therefore responsible despotism, but to un- 
seen and sceretly hidden, yet nevertheless sensibly felt despotism in 
the hands of some secret organization or other, whose acts are the 
more unserupulous inasmuch as it works behind a sercen, behind the 
backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom not only does not 
injuriously affect but actually aids the secret force by saving it, 
thanks to continual changes, from the necessity of expending its re- 
sources on the rewarding of long services. 

Who and what is in a position to overthrow an invisible force? 
‘And this is precisely what our force is, Gentile masonry blindly 
serves ag a seroen for us and our objects, but the plan of action of 
our foree, even its very abiding-placo, remains for the whole people 
an unknown mystery. . . 


But even freedom might be harmless and have its place in the 
State economy without injury to the well-being of the peoples if it 
rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the brotherhood of 
humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, which is neg~ 
atived by the very isws of creation, for they have established sub- 
ordination, With auch a faith as this a people might be governed by 
a wardship of parishes, and would walk contentédly and humbly under 
the guidmg, hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the dispost~ 
tions of God upon earth, ‘This ie the reason why it is indispengable 
for us to undermine all faith, to tear cut of the minds of the Goyim 
the very principle of Godhead and the spirit, and to put in its place 
arithmetical caleulations and material needs, 


In order to give the goyim no time to think and take note, their 
minds must he diverted towards industry and trade, Thus, all the 
nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of gain and in the race 
for it will not take note of their common foe, But again, in order 
that frecdom may once for all disintegrate and ruin the communities 
of the goyim, we must pat industry on a speculative basis: the result 
of this will be that what is withdrawn from the land by industry will 
slip through the hands and pass into speculation, that is, to our classes, 

‘The intensified struggle for superiority and shocks delivered to 
economic lige will create, nay, have already created, disenchanted, 
cold and heartless communities. Such communities will foster a 
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strong aversion towards the higher political and towards religion, 
Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which they will erect into a ver- 
itable cult, for the sake of those material delights which it can give. 
‘Then will the hour strike when, not for the sake of attaining the good, 
not even to win wealth, but solely out of hatred towards the priviléged, 
the lower classes of the goyim will foliow our lead ageinst our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim. 


Protocol No. 5 


Greation of an intensified centralisation of government. Methods of 
seizing power by masonry. Causes of the impossibility of agree 
ment between States, The state of “predestination” of the Jews, 
Gold—the engine of the machinery of States. Significance of 
criticism. “Show” institutions. Weariness from word-spinning, 
How to take a grip of public opinion, Signifieance of personal 
initiative. The Super-Government. 


_ What form of administrative rule can be given to communities in 
which corruption has penetrated everywhere, communities where rich- 
ea are attained only by the clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
tricks; where looseness reigns: where morality is maintained by penal 
measures and harsh laws but net by voluntarily accepted principles 
where the feelings towards faith and country are obliterated by cos- 
mopolitan convictions? What form of rule is to be given to these 
communities if not that despotism which I shall describe to you later? 
We shall create an intensified centralisation of government in order to 
grip in our hands all the forces of the community. We shall reguiate 
mechanically all the actions of the political life of our subjects by now 
laws. These laws will withdraw one by one all the induigences and 
Uberties which have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom 
will be distinguished by a despotism of such mugnificent proportions 
ag to be at any moment and in every place in 2 position to wipe out 
any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 


‘We shall be told that such a despotism as J speak of is not consis- 
tent with the progress of these days, but I will prove to you that it is, 


In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their thrones 
ag on a pure manifestation of the will of God, they submitted without 
‘8 murmur to the despotic power of kings: but from the day when we 
insinuated into their minds the conception of their own rights they be- 
gan to regard the occupants of thrones as mere ordinary mortals 
‘The'holy unetion of the Lord’s Anointed has fallen from the heada of 
kings in the eye of the people, and when we also robbed them of their 
faith in God the might of power was flung upon the streets into the 
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place of public proprictorahip and was seized by us. 


Moreover, the art of directing mauses and individuals by means 
of cleverly manipulated theory and verbinge, by regulations of life in 
common and all sorts of other quirks, in ail which the goyim under 
stand nothing, beiongs likewise to the specialists of our administra- 
tive brain. Renred on analysis, observation, on delicacies of fine 
calculation, in this species of skill we have uo rivals, any more then 
we hava cither in the drawing up of plans of political actions and 
solidarity. In this respeet the Jesuits alone might have compared with 
us, but wo have contrived to discredit them in the eyes of the unthink. 
ing mob as un overt organization, while wo ourselves all the while 
have kopt our secret organization in the shade. However, it is prob- 
ably all the same to the world who is its sovereign lord, whether the 
head of Catholiclsm oy our despot of the blood of Zion! But to us, 
the Chosen People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference, 


For a time perhups we might be suceeusfully dealt with by a coalt- 
tion of the Goyim of all the world: but from this danger we are se- 
cured by the diseord exfsting among them whose roots are so deeply 
seated that they ean never now be plucked up. We have set one 
against another the personal and national reckonings of the goyim, 
religious and race hatreds, which we have fostered into a huge growth 
in the course of the past twenty centuries, This is the reason why 
there is not one State which would anywhere receive support if it were 
to raise its arm, for every one of them must bear in mind that any 
agreement against us would be unprofitable te itself. We are too 
strong—there {s no evading our power. The nations cannot come te 
even an inconsiderable private agreement without our secretly having 
a hand in it. 

Per Me roges regnant. “It is through me that Kings reign.” 
And it was'said by the prophets that we wero chosen by God Himself 
to rule ovbr the whole earth, God has endowed us with genius that 
we may bo equal to our tusk. Were genius in the opposite camp is 
would stilt struggle against us, but even so a newcomer is no match 
for the old-established settler: the struggle would be merciless be- 
tween us, such a Aght as the world has never yet seen, Aye, and the 
genius on their side would have arrived too late. All the wheels of 
tha machinery of all States go by the force of the engine, whieh is in 
our hands; and that engine of the machinery of States is—Gold. The 
seionce of political economy invented by our learned elders has for 
Jong past heon giving royal prestige to capital. 

Copital, if it is to co-operate untrammelied, must be free to es- 
tablish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being put in 
execution by an unscen hand in all quartors of the world. This free- 
dom will give political force to those engaged in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it is more important to dis- 
arm the peoples than to lend them into war: more important to use 
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for our advantage the passions which have burst into flames than to 
quench their fire: more imporlant to catch up and interpret the ideas 
of others to suit ourselves than to eradicate them. The principal ob- 
ject of our directorate consists in this: fo debilitate the public mind 
by criticisms to lead it away from serious reflections calculated to 
arouse resistance; to distract the forces of the mind towards a sham 
fight of empty eloquence. 


In all ages the peoples of the world, equally with individuals, have 
accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a how and rarely 
pause to note, in the public arena, whether promises are followed by 
performance. Therefore we shell establish show institutions which 
Will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress. 


‘We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of all par- 
ties, of all directions, and we shall give that physiognomy a voice 
in orators who will speak so much that they will exhaust the patience 
of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of oratory. 


In order to put public opinion into our hands we must bring it in- 
to a state of bewilderment by giving expression from all sides to so 
many contradictory opinions and for such length of time as will suffice 
to make the Goyim lose their heads in the Isbyrinth and come to see 
that the best thing is to have no opinion of any kind in matters poli- 
tical, which it is not given to the public to understand, because they 
are understood only by him who guides the public. This is the frst 
secret. 


‘The second secret requisite for the success of our government is 
comprised in the following: To multiply to such an‘ extent national 
failings, habits, passions, conditions of civil life, that it will be im- 
possible for anyone to know where he is in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in consequence will fail to understand one another. This 
measure will also serve vs in another way, namely, to sow discord in 
all parties, to dislocate all collective forces which are still unwilling to 
submit to us, and to discourage any kind of personal initiative which 
might in any degree hinder our affair, There ig nothing more dang 
ous than personal initiative; if it has genius behind it, such initiative 
ean do move than can be done by millions of people among whom we 
have sown discord. We must so direct the education of the goyim 
communities that whenever they come upon » matter requiring initia- 
tive they may drop their hands in despairing impotence. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces when it meets 
with the freedom of another. From this collision arise grave moral 
shocks, disenchantments, failures. By all these means we shall so wear 
down the goyim that they will be compelled to offer us international 
power of a nature that by its position will enable us without any vio- 
lence gradually to absorb all the State forees of the world and to form 
2 Super-Government. In place of the rulers of today we shell set up a 
bogey which will be called the Super-Government Adihinistration. 
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Its hands will reach out in all dircetions like nippers and its organiza 
tion will be of such colossal dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world. 
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Monopolies; upon them depond the fortunes of the goyim, Taking of 
of the land out of the hands of the aristocracy. Trade, Industry 
und Speculation, Luxury. Rise of wagos and inerease of price 
in the artictes of primary necessity, Anarchism and drunken- 
hess, Secret meuning of the propaganda of economic theories, 


We shall soon begin to establish huge monopolies, reservoirs of 
colossal viches, upon which oven large fortunes of the goyim will de- 
pend to such an extent that they will go to the bottom together with 
the eredit of the States on the day after the political smash, . . « 


You gontlemen here present who are economists, just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combination! . . . 


In every possible way we mist develop the significance of our 
Super-Governmont by representing it as the Protector and Benefactor 
of all those who voluntarily submit to us. vo 


‘The aristocracy of the goyim ns a political force, is dead—we need 
not take it into account; but as landed proprietors they can still be 
harmful to us from the fact that thoy aye self-sufficing in the resoure- 
¢ upon which they live. Et is essential therefore for us at whatever 
cost to deprive thom of their ind. ‘This object ‘will be best attained 
by increasing the burdens upon lended property.—in loading innds with 
debts. These measures will check land-holding and keep it in a state 
of humble and unconditional submission. 


‘The aristocrats of tha goyim, being hereditarily ineapable of con- 
tenting themselves with little, will rapidly burn up and fizzle out. 


At the same time we must intensively patronise trade and indus- 
try, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by which is 
to provide a counterpoise to, industry: the absence of speculative in- 
dustzy will multiply enpital in private hands and will serve to restore 
agricuiture by freeing the innd from indebtedness to the Iand banks. 
What we want is that industry should drain off from the land both 
lobour and capital and by means of speculation transfer into our 
hands all the money of the world, and thereby throw all the goyim into 
the ranks of the proletariat. Then the goyim will bow down before 
us, if for no other reason but to get the right to exist. 


Po complete the ruin of the industry of the goyim wo shall bring *

to the assistance of spectulation the luxury which we have developed 
among the goyim, that greedy demand for luxury which is swallowing 
up everything. We shail raise the rate of wages which, however, will 
not bring any advantage to the workers, for, at the same time, we shall 
produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries of life, alleging that it 
arises from the decline of agriculture and cattle-breeding: we shall 
further undermine artfully and deeply sources of production, by accus- 
toming the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side 
therewith taking all measure to extirpate from the face of the earth 
gli the educated forces of the Goyim. 

In order that the true meaning of things may not atrike the goyim 
before the proper time we shall mask it under an alleged ardent de- 
sire to serve the working classes and the great principles of political 
economy about which our economic theories are carrying on an encr- 
getic propaganda. 
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Object of the intensification of armaments. Ferments, discords and 
hostility ail over the world, Checking the opposition of the goyim 
by wars and by a universal war. Secrecy means saecess in the 
political. ‘The Press and public opinion. The guns of America, 
‘China and Japan. 


The intensification of armaments, the inerease of police forees— 
are all essential for the completion of the aforementioned plans, What 
we have to get at is that there should be in all the States of the world, 
besides ourselves, only the masses of the proletariat, a few ruillion- 
aires devoted to our interests, police and soldiers. 


Throughout all Evrope, and by means of relations with Hurope, 
in other continents also, we must create ferments, discords and hos- 
tikity. Therein we gain 2 double advantage. In the first place we keep 
jin check all countries, for they well know that we have the power 
whenever we like to create disorder or to restore order. All these 
countries are accustomed to see in us an indispensable force of 
coercion, In the second place, by our intrigues we shail tangle up all 
the threads which we have stretched into the cabinets of all States 
by means of the politienl, by economic treaties, or loan obligations. In 
order to succeed in this we must use great cunning and penetration 
during negotiations and agreements, but, as regards what is called 
the “official language,” we shall keep to the opposite tactics and as- 
sume the mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples 
and governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will still continue to 
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accept us as the benefactors and saviours of the human race, 


We must be in a position to respond to every act of opposition by 
war with the neighbours of that country which dares to oppose u: 
but if these neighbours should also venture to stand collectively to- 
gether against us, then we must offer resistanee by a universal war. 


‘The principal factor of success in the political is the secracy of 
its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of the 
diptomat, 


We must compel the governments of the goyim to take action in 
the dixection favoured by our widely-conceived plan, already approach- 
ing the desired consummation, by what we shull represent as public 
opinion, seeretly prompted by us through the means of that so-called 
“Great Powor"—the Press, which, with 2 few exceptions that may he 
disregarded, is already entirely in our hands, 


In a word, to sum up our system of keeping tho governments of 
the goyim in Europe in check, we shall show our strength to one ot 
them by terrorist attempts and to ail, if we allow the possibility of a 
general rising against us, we shall respond with the guns of America 
or China or Japan, 
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Ambiguous employment of juridical rights, Axsistants of the Masonic 
dixectornte. Speciul schools and super-educational training. Eco- 
nomists and millionaires, To whom to chtrust responsible posts 
in tho government. 


‘We must arm ourselves with all the weapons which our opponents 
might employ against us. We must search out in the very finest shades 
of expression and the knotty points of the lexicon of jaw justification 
9f those cases where we shall have to pronounce judgements that 
might appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is important 
that these resolutions should be set forth in expressions that shall 
seem to be the most exalted moral principles cast into legal form, 
Our dizectorate must surround itself with all these forces of civilisa- 
tion among which it wil have to work, It will surround itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, diplomats and, finaily, 
with persoss prepared by a special super-edueational training in our 
special schools, These persons will have cognisance of all the secrets 
of the social structure, they will know all the Innguages that can be 
made up by political alphabets and words; they will be made acquaint 
ed with the whole underside of human nature, with all its sensitive 
chords on which they will have to play. These chords are the cast 
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of mind of the yoyim, their tendencies, shortcomings, vices and quali- 
ties, the particularities of classes and conditions, Needless to say that 
the talented assistants of authority, of whom I speak, will be taken not 
from among the goyim, who are recustomed to perform their admin 
istrative work without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is, and never consider what it js needed for. The administrators 
of the goyim sign papers without rending them, and they serve either 
for mercenary reasons or {rom ambition. 


We shall survound our government with a whole world of eco- 
nomists, ‘That is the reason why economic sciences form the principal 
subject of the teaching given to the Jews. Around us again will be 
a whole constellation of bankers, industrialists, capitalists and—the 
main thing—muillionaires, because in substance everything will be 
settled by the question of figures. 


For @ time, until there will no longer be any risk in entrusting 
responsible posts in our States to our brother-Jews, we shall put 
thom in the hands of porsons whose past and reputation are such 
that between them and the people Hes an abyss, persons who, im case 
of disobedience to our instructions, must face eriminal charges or 
disappear—this in order to make them defend our interests to theic 
last gasp. 
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Application of masonic principles in the matter of re-educating the 
peoples, Masonic watchword, Meaning of Anti-Semitism, “Dic- 
tatorship of masonry. Terror. Who ave the servants of masomy. 
Meaning of the “clear-sighted” and the “blind” forces of the 
goyim States, Communion between authority and mob. License 
of liberalism. Seizure of education and training, False theories, 
Interpretation of laws, The “undergrounds” (metropolitains). 


In appiying our principles let attention be paid to the character of 
the people in whose country you live and act; a general, identical ap- 
plication of them, unti! such time as the people shall have been re- 
edueated to our pattern, cannot have success. But by approaching 
their application cautiously you will see that not « decade will pass 
before the most stubborn character will change and we shall add a new 
people ta the ranks of those already subdued by us. 


‘The words of the liberal, which ave in effect the words of our 
masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” will, 
when we come inte our kingdom, be changed by us into words no longer 
of 2 watchword, but only an expression of idealism, namely, into: “The 
right of liberty, the duty of oquality, the {deal of brotherhood,” That 
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is how wo shell put it,—and so we shail catch the bull by the horns. 
+ + + De facto we have already wiped out every kind of rule except 
our own, although de jure there still remain a good many of them. 
Nowadays, if any States raise a protest against us it is only pro forma 
at our discretion and by our direction, for their anti-Semitiam is in- 
dispensable to us for the management of our lesser brethern, I will 
not enter into further oxplanations, for this matter has formed the 
subject of repeated discussions amongst us, 


For us there are no checks to limit the range of our activity, 
Our Super-Government subsists in extra legal conditions which are 
described in the accepted terminology by the energetic and forcible 
word—Dictatorship. Iam in a position to tell you with a clear con- 
science that at the proper time we, the Jawgivers, shall execute judg- 
ment and sentence, we shall slay and we shall spare, we, as head of 
all our troops, are mounted on the steed of the lender, We rule by 
force of will, because in our hands are the fragments of a once power- 
ful party, now vanquished by us. And the weapons in our hands are 
limitless ambitions, burning grecdiness, merciless vengeance, hatreds 
and malice, 


It fg from us that the all-ongulfing terror proceeds. We have in 
our service persons of all opinions, of all doctrines, restorating mon- 
archists, domagogues socinlieta, communists, and utopian dreamers 
of overy kind. We have harnessed thom all to the tusk: eneh one of 
them on his own account ia boring away at the fast renmants of 
authority, is striving to overthrow all established form of order. 
By these acts-all States are in torture; they exhort to tranguillity, 
are ready to sncrifice everything for peaco: but we will not givo them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our international Super-Govern- 
ment, and with submissiveness. 


‘The people have raised a how! about the necossity of seeling the 
question of Sccialiam by way of an international agreement. Divi- 
sion into frnetional parties has given them inte our hands, for, in arder 
to carry on a contested struggle one must have moncy, and the money 
is all in our hands, 


We might have reason to apprehend a union between the “clear- 
sighted” force of the goy kings on their thrones and the “blind” foree 
of the goy mobs, but we have tuken all the needful measure against 
any such possibility: betweon the one and the other force we have 
erected a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror between them. In 
this way the blind force of the people remains our support and we, 
and we only, shall provide them with a leader and, of course, direct 
them along the road that lends to our goal, 

In order that the hand of the blind mob may not free itself from 
our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter into close com- 
munion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate through some 
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of the most trasty of our brethren, When we are acknowledged as 
the only authority we shall discuss with, the people personally on the 
market pleees, and we shall instruct them on questions of the politi- 
cal in such wise us may turn them in the direction that suits us. 


Who is going to verify what is taught in the village schools? But 
what an envoy of the government or a king on his throne himself 
may say cannot but become immediately known to the whole State, 
for it will be spread abyoad by the voice of the people. 


In order not to annihilate the institutions of the goyim before it 
is time we have touched them with craft and delicacy, and have taken 
hoid of the ends of the springs which move their mechanism. These 
springs lay in a striet but just sence of order; we have veplaced them 
by the chaotic license of liberalism. We have got our hands into the 
administration of the lnw, into the conduct of elections, mto the press, 
into lberty of the person, hut principally into education and training 
ag being the corner-stanes of 2 free existence. 


We have fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth of the goyim 
by rearing them in principles and theories which are known to us to 
be false although it is by us that they lave been incuicated. 


Above the existing laws without substantially altering them, and 
by merely twisting them into contradictions of interpretations, we 
have ereeted something grandiose in the way of results, These re- 
sults found expression first in the fact that the interpretatians masked 
the Inws: afterwards they entirely hid thom from the eyes of the 
governments owing to the impossibility of making anything out of the 
tangled web of legisintion. 


This is the origin of the theory of course of arbitration. 


You may say that the goyim will vise upon us, arms in hand, if 
they guess what is going on before the time comes; but in the West 
we have against this a manoeuvre of such appalling terror that the 
very stoutest hearts quail—the undergrounds, metropolitnins, those 
subterranean corviders which, before the time comes, will be driven 
under all the capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the aly with ail their organisations and archives, 
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The outside appearances in the political. The “genius” of rescality. 
‘What is promised by a Masonic enup @etat? Universal suffrage. 
Self-importance. Leaders of Masonry, The genius who is guide 
of Masonry. Institutions and their functions. The poison of 
Hoeralism. Constitution—a school of party discords, Exa of 
republics, Presidents—the puppets of Masonry. Responsibility 
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of Presidents. “Panama.” Part played by chamber of deputies 
and president, Masonry—the legislative force, New republican 
constitution. Transition to masonic “despotism.” Moment for 
the proclamation of “The Lord of all the World.” Inoculation of 
disenses and other wiles of Masonry, 


‘To-day I begin with a repetition of what I suid before, and I beg 
you to bear in mind that governments und peoples are content in the 
political with outside appearances. And how, indeed, ure the goyim to 
perceive the underlying meaning of things when their representatives 
give the best of their energies to enjoying themselves? For our policy 
it is of the greatest importance to take cognisanee of this detail; it 
will be of assistance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of the press, of religion (faith), of the 
law of associntion, of equality before tho Inw, of the inviolability of 
property, of the dwelling, of taxation (the idea of concealed taxes), 
of the reflex force of the laws. Ali theso questions are such as ought 
not to be touched upon directly and openly before the people. In cases 
where it fg indispensable to touch upon them they must not be catego- 
rieally named, it must merely be declared without detailed exposition 
that the principles of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. The 
reason of keeping silence in this respect ig that by not naming a prin- 
cipte we leave ourselves freedom of action, to drop this or that cut of 
it without attrneting notiee; if they were all categorically named 
they would all appear to have been already given, 

" The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the genfuses 
of political power and accepts all their deeds of violence with the ad- 
miving response: “rascally, well, yes, it is zascally, but it’s clever! 
. . + a trick, if you ke, but how craftily played, how magnificent- 
ly done, what impudent audacity!” . . 


‘We count upon nttracting ali nations to the task of erecting the 
new fundamental structure, the project for which has been drawn up 
by us, This is why, before everything, it is indispensable for us to 
avm ourselves and to store up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the person of 
our active workers will break down all hindranees on our way. 


When we linve accomplished our coup d’etat we shall say then to 
the various peaples: “Everything has gone terribly badly, all have 
heen worn ont with sufferings, We nre destroying the causes of your 
torment—nationalitics, frontiers, differences of coinages. You are 
ant liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence upon us, but con it possib- 
Jy be a just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any trial of 
what we are offering you.” . . . ‘Then will the mob exalt ue and 
bear us up in their hands in a unanimous triumph of hopes and expec- 
tations, Voting, which we have made the instrument which will set 
us on the throne of the world by teaching even the very smallest units 
of members of the human race to vete by means of meetings snd 
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agreements by groups, will then have served its purposes and will 
play its part then for the last time by a unanimity of desire to make 
close acquaintance with us before condemning us. 


To secure this we must have everybody vote without distinetion 
of classes and qualifications, in order to establish an absolute majori. 
ty, which eannot be got from the educated propertied classes. In this 
way, by inculeating in all a sense of solf-importanco, we shall destroy 
among the goyim the importance of the family and its educational 
value and remove the possibility of individual minds splitting off, for 
the mob, handled by vs, will not let them come to the front nor even 
give them a hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention, In this way we shall create a blind, 
mighty force which will never be in a position to move in any direction 
without the guidance of our agents set at its head by us as leaders of 
the mob. The people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, gratifications and 
the reocipt of all kinds of benefits, 


A scheme of government should come ready made from one brain, 
because it will never be clinched firmly if it is allowed to be split into 
fractional parts in the minds of many. It is allowable, therefore, for 
us to have cognisance of the scheme of action but not to discuss it lest 
we disturb its artfuiness, the interdependence of its component parts, 
the practical force of the secret meaning of each clause. ‘To discuss 
and make alterations in a inbour of this kind by means of numerous 
votings is to impress upon it the stamp of all ratiocinations and mis- 
anderstandings which have failed to penetrate the depth and nexus 
of its plottings. We want our schemes to be forcible and suitably 
concocted. Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK OF 
GENIUS OF OUR GUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even of a select 
company. 


These schemes will not turn existing institutions upside down 
Just yet. They will only affect changes in their economy and conse- 
quently in the whole combined movement of their progress, which will 
thus be divected along the paths laid down in our schemes, 


Under various names there exists in all countries approximately 
one and the same thing. Representation, Ministry, Senate, State 
Council, Legislative and Exceutive Corps, I need not explain to you 
the mechanism of the relntion of these institutions to one another, 
because you are aware of all that; only take note of the fact that each 
of the above-named institutions corresponds to some important fune- 
tion of the State, and I would beg you to remark that the word * 
“important” I apply not to the institution but to the function, conse- 
quently it ie not the institutions which are important bat thelr func- 
tions. ‘These institutions have divided up among themselves all the 
functions of government—administrative, legislative, executive, 
wherefore they have come to operate as do the organs in the human 
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body, If we injure one part in the machinery of State, the State falls 
sick, like a human body, and... will die, 


‘When we introduced into the State organism the poison of Liberal- 
ism its whole political complexion underwent a change. States have 
bean seized with a movtal illness—blood-poisoning. Ail that remains 
is to await the end of their death ngony. 


Liberalism produced Constitutional States, which took the place 
of whut was the only safeguard of the goyim, namely, Despotism; 
and 2 constitution, as you well know, is nothing else but a achool of 
discords, misunderstandings, quarreels, disagreements, fruitiess party 
agitations, party whins—in a word, a school of everything that 
serves to destroy the pongonality of State activity. ‘The tribune of the 
‘talkeries' has, no less effectively than the Press, condemned the rulers 
to inactivity and impotence, and thereby rendered them useless and 
superfluous, for which renson indeed they have been in many countries 
deposed, ‘Then if was that the era of republics beeame pessible’of 
realisation; and then it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature 
of a government—by a president, taken from the mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our slaves. ‘This was the foundation of the 
mine which we have Inid under the goy people, I should rather say, 
under the goy peoples. 

In the near future we shull establish the responsibility of presi- 
dents, 

By that timo we shall be in a position to disregard forms in car- 
rying through matters, for which our impersonal puppet will be res- 
ponsible, What do we enro if the ranks of those striving for power 
should bo thinned, if there should atiso a deadiock from the impossi- 
bility of finding presidents, a deadlock which will finally disorganise 
the country? + 

In order thnt our scheme may preduce this result we shall arrange 
elections in favour of such presidents as have in their past some dark, 
undiscovered stain, some “Panama” or other~then they will be trust 
worthy agents for the accomplishment of our plang out of fear of xev- 
elations ang from the natural desire of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages and honour 
connected with the office of president, The chamber of deputies will 
provide cover for, will protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take 
from it the tight to propose new, or make changes in existing laws, 
for this right will be given by us te the responsibie president, a puppet 
in our hands. Naturely, tho authority of the president will then be- 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shull provide 
him with a means of self-defence in the tight of an appeal to the 
people, for the decision of tho people over the heads of their repre- 
sentatives, that is to say, an appeal to that samo blind slave of ours— 
the majority of the mob. Independently of this we shall invest the 
prosident with the right of declaring a state of war, We shall justi- 
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fy this last right on the ground that the president as chief of the 
whole army of the country must have it at fits disposal, in case of 
need for the defence of the new republican constitution, the right to 
defend which will belong to him as the responsible representative of 
this constitution, 


it is ensy to understand that in these conditions the key of the 
shrine will He in our hands, and no one outside ourselves will any 
longer direct the foree of legislation, 


Besides this we shall, with the introduction of the new republican 
constitution, take from the Chamber the right of interpellation on 
government measures, on the pretext of preserving polities! secrecy, 
and, further, we shall by the new constitution reduce the numbor of 
representatives to a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poli- 
tical passions and the passion for polities. If, however, they should, 
which is hardly to be expected, burst into flame, even in this mini- 
mum, we shall nullify them by a stirring appeal and a reference to the 
majority of the whole people. . . . Upon the president will depend 
the appointment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate. Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall 
reduce their sittings to a few months. Moreover, the president, as 
chief of the executive power, will have the right to summon and dis- 
solve Parliament, and, in the latter ease, to prolong the time for the 
appointment of 2 now parliamentary assembly. But in order that the 
consequences of all these acts which in substance are illegal, should 
not, prematurely for our plans, fall upon the responsibility established 
by us of the president, we shall instigate ministers and other officials 
of the higher administration about the president to evade hia disposi- 
tions by taking measures of their on, for doing which they will be 
made the scapegoats in his place. . . . This part we especially 
recommend to be given to be played by the Senate, the Council of 
State, or the Council of Ministers, but not to an individual official. 

‘The president will, at our discretion, interpret the sense of such 
of the existing Inws as admit of various interpretation; he will further 
annul them when we indicate to him the necessity to do so, besides 
this, he will hnve the right to propose temporary Inwa, and even now 
departures in the government constitutional working, the pretext both 
for the one and the other being the requirements for the supreme 
welfare of the State. 

By such measures we shall cbtain the power of destroying little 
by little, step by stop, all that at the outset when we enter on our 
rights, we are compelled to introduce into the constitutions of States 
to prepare for the transition to an imperceptible abolition of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn every form of 
government into our despotism. 

‘The recognition of our despot may also come before the destruc- 
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tion of the constitution; the moment for this recognition will come 
when the peoples, utterly wearied by the irregularities and incompe- 
tence—-a matter which we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will 
elamour: “Away with thent and give us one king over all the enrth 
who will unite us and annihilate the cnuges of discords—frontiers, 
nationalities, religions, State debts—who will give us peace and quiet, 
which we cannot find under our rulers and representatives.” 


But you yourselves porfectly well know that ta produce the pos- 
aibility of the expression of such wishes by all the nations it is im- 
dispensable to trouble in all countrice the neople'’s relations with their 
governments so ag ta utterly exhaust humanity with dissension, hat- 
red, ‘struggle, envy and oven by the use of torture, by starvation, BY 
THE INOCULATION OF DISEASES, by want, so that the goyim 
gee no other issue than to take refuge in our coplote sovereignty in 
money and in all else. 


But if we give the nations of the world a breathing space the 
mioment we long for is hardly likely ever to arrive, 
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Programme of the new constitution, Certain details of the proposed 

. revolution, ‘Tho goyim—a pack of sheep. Secret masonry and 

its “show” lodges. 

‘The State Council hes been, ag it were, the emphatic expression 
of the authority of tho ruler: i€ will be, as tho “show” part of the 
Legislative Corps, what may be called the editorial committee of the 
laws and decrees of tha ruler. 

. This, then, is the programme of the new constitution, We shall 
make Lew, Right and Justice (1) in the guise of proposals to the 
Legislative Corps, (2) by decrees of the president under the guise of 
general regulations, of orders of the Senate and of resolutions of the 
State Council in the guise of ministerial orders, (3) and in case a 
suitable oceasion should arise—in the form of a revolution in the 
State. 

Having established approximately the modus agendi we will oc 
cupy ourselves with details of those combinations by which we have 
Lill to completa the revolution in the course of the machinery of State 
in the direction already indicated. By these combinations I mean the 
freedom of the Pross, the right of nasociation, freedom of conscience, 
the voting principle, and muny another that must disappear for ever 
from the memory of man, or undergo a radical alteration the day after 
the promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that montent 
that we,shall be able at once to announce all our orders, for, after- 
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wards, every noticeable alteration will be dangerous, for the following 
reasons: if this alteration be brought in with harsh severity and in 
sense of severity and limitations, it may lead to a fecling of despair 
enused by fear of new alterations in the same direction; if, om the 
olher hand, it be brought in in a sense of further indulgences it will 
be said that we have recognised our own wrongdoing and this will 
destroy the prestige of the infallibility of our authority, or else it will 
be said that we have become alarmed and are compelled to show a 
yielding disposition, for which we shalt yx. wo thanks because it will 
be supposed to be compulsory. . . Both the one and the other are in- 
Jurious to the prestige of the new constitution, What we want is that 
from the first moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
world are still stunned by the terror and uncertainty, they should xee- 
ognise once for all that we are so strong, so inexpugnable, so super- 
abundantly filled with power, that in no ease shall we take any ac- 
count of them, and so far from paying any attention to their opinions 
or wishes, we are ready and able to crush with inrisistable power 
all expression or manifestation thereof at every moment and in every 
place, that we have seized at once everything we wanted and shall in 
no ease divide our power with them, .. Then in fear the trembling 
they will close their eyes to everything, and be content to await what 
will ba the end of it all. 

Tho goyim axe a flock of sheep, and we are their wolves, And 
you know what happens when the wolves got hold of the fleck? ...* 

There ig anather reason also why they will close their eyes: for 
we shall keep promising them to give back all the liberties we have 
taken away as soon as we have quelled the enemies of peace and 
tamed all parties, . 

Tt is not worth while to say anything about how long a time they 
will be kept waiting for this return of their liberties... 

For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy and 
insinuated it into the minds of the goys without giving them any 
chance to examine its underlying meaning? For what, indeed, if not 
in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe 
unattainable by the direct road? It is this which has served as the 
basis for our organisation of SECRET MASONRY WHICH IS NOT 
KNOWN TO, AND AIMS WHICH ARE NOT SVEN SO MUCH AS 
SUSPECTED BY, THESE GOY CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US 
INTO THE “SHOW” ARMY OF MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER 
TO THROW DUST IN THD BYES OF THEIR FELLOWS. 

God has granted to us, His Chosen People, the gift of the disper- 
sion, and in this which appears in al? eyes to be our weakness, has 
come forth all our strength, which has now brought us to the threshold 
of sovereignty over all the world. 

‘There now remains not much more for us to build up upon the 
foundation we have laid. 
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Protocol No. 12 
Masonic interpretation of the word “freedom.” Future of the press in 
the masonic kingdom, Control of the press, Correspondence 
agencies, What is progress as understood by masonry? More 
about the press. Masonic solidarity in the press of to-day. The 
arousing of “public” demands in the provinces. Infallibility of 
the new regime, 


The word “freedom,” which can be interpreted in various ways, 
is defined by us as follows:— 


Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows, This in 
terpxetation of the world will at the proper time be of service to Bs, 
because all freedom will thus be in our hands, sinee tho laws will 
abolish ot erente only that whieh is desivable for us according to the 
aforesaid programme, 

We shall deul with the press in the following way: What is the 
part played by the press to-day? Ib serves to exeite and inflame 
those passions which ave needed for our purpose or else it serves sel- 
fish onda of parties, It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the 
majority of the public have not the slightest iden what ends the press 
really serves, We shall enddle und byidle it with a tight curb: we 
Shall also with all productions of the printing press, for where would 
be the sense of getting sid of the attacks of the press if we remain 
targets for pamphlets and books? ‘The produce of publicity, which 
nowadays is a souree of heavy expense owing to the necessity of cen- 
soring it, will be turned by us into a very Incrative source of income 
fo our State: we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require de- 
posit of caution-money before permitting the establishment of any 
crgan of the press or of printing offlees; these will thon have to guar- 
untee our governmont against any kind of attack on the part of the 
press. For any attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shall 
inflict fines without merey. Such mensures as stamp tox, deposit of 
cuution-mony and fines secured by these deposits, will bring in a huge 
income to the government, It is true that party organs might not 
spare money for the sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at 
the second attuck apon us, No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on the anreole of uur government infallibitity. ‘The pretext for stop- 
ping any publication will be the alteged plea that it is agitating the 
public mind without occasion or justifieation. I beg you to note that 
among those making attacks upon us will also be organs established 
by us, but thoy will attack exelusively points that we have pre-deter- - 
mined to alter. 

Not a single announcement wilt reach the public without our con- 
trol. Even now this is alzendy being attained by us inasmuch as alt 
nows items are received by a fow agencies, in whose offices they aro 
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focused from all parts of the world. These agencies will then bo al- 
ready entively ours and will give publicity only to what we dictate 
to them. 


If alveady now we have contrived to possess ourselves of the minds 
of the goy communities to such an extent that they all come near 
fooking upon the events of the world through the coloured glasses of 
those spectacles we are setting astride their noses: if already now 
there is not a single State where there exist for us any barrier to 
admittance into what goy stupidity calis State secrets: what will our 
position be then, when we shai! be acknowledged supreme lords of 
the world in the person of our king of all the world. . . 


‘Let us turn again to the future of the printing press. Every one 
desirous of being a publisher, librarian, or printer, will be obliged to 
provide himself with the diploma instituted therefor, which, in ease 
of any fault, will be immediately impounded. With such measures 
the instrument of thought will become an educative moans in the 
hands of our government, which will no longer allow the mass of the 
nation to be led astray in by-ways and fantasies about the blessings 
of progress. Is there any one of us who dees not know that these 
phantom blessings are the direct roads to foolish imaginings which 
give birth to anarchicat relations of men among themselves and to- 
wards authority, because progress, or rather the idea of progress, has 
intraduced the conception of every kind of emancipation, but has failed 
fo establish its limits... All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if 
not in fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, that 
is, into the anarchy of protest for the yake of protest. . . 


‘We turn to the periodical press. We shall impose on it, a8 on all 
printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and deposits of caution-money, 
and books of less than 30 sheets will pay double. We shall reckon 
them as pamphlets in order, on the one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which are the worst form of printed poison, and, on the 
other, in order that this measure may force writers into such lengthy 
productions that they will be little read, especially as they will be 
costly. At the same time what we shall publish ourselves to influence 
mental development in the direction laid down for our profit will be 
cheap and will be read voraciously, The tax will bring vapid literary 
ambitions within bounds and the liability to penalties will make liter- 
ary men dependent upon us. And if there should be any found who are 
desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person eager to 
print their productions. Before accepting any production for publi- 
cation in print the publisher or printer will have to apply to the au- 
thorities for permission to do so. Thus we shall know beforehand of 
all tricks preparing against us and shall nullify them by getting ahead 
with explanations on the subject treated of, 


Literature and journalism are two of the most important educa- 
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tive forces, and therefore our government will becomo proprictor of 
the majority of the journals, This will neutralise the injurious in- 
fhuonee of the privately-owned press and will put us in possession of 
‘a tremendous influence upon the public mind. .,. . If we give per- 
mits for ten journals, we shall ourselves found thirty, and so on in 
the same proportion. This, however, must in nowise be suspected by 
the public. Vor which reason all journals published by us will be of 
the most opposite, in appearance, tendencies and opinions, thereby 
creating confidence in us and bringing over to us our quite unsuspi- 
cious opponents, who will thus fall into our trap and be rendered 
hoviiless. 

In the front rank will stand organs of an officie character, They 
wilt always stand guard over our interests, and therefore their influ- 
ence will be comparatively insignificant, 

In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, whose part it 
will’be to attract the tepid and indifferent. 


In the third rank wo shall set up our own, to all appearance, op- 
position, which, in at least one of its oragns, will present what looks 
Hike the very antipodes to us, Our real opponents at heart will ac- 
cept this simulated opposition as their own and will show us their 
cards, 

‘AL our newspapers will be of all possible complexions—ariste- 
eratie, republican, revolutionary, even anarchicnl—for so long, of 
course, as the constitution exists, Like the Indian idol Vishnu 
they will have a hundred hands, ahd every one of them will have a 
finger on any one of the public opinions as required. When a pulse 
quickens these hands will lead opinion in the dircetion of our aims, for 
un excited patient loses all power of judgment and casily yields to 
suggestion, ‘These fools who will think they are repeating the opinion 
of a newspaper of their own enmp will be repenting our opinion or 
ny opinion that seems desirable for us, In the vain belief that they 
are following the organ of their party they will in fact follow the 
flag which we hang out for thom, 


In order to direct our newspaper militia im this sense we must 
take especial and minute care in organising this matter, Under the 
title of central department of the press we shail institute literary 
gatherings at which our agents will without attracting attention is- 
suc the orders and watchwords of the day. By discussing and con- 
troverting, bat always superficially, without touching the essence of 
the matter, our organs will enxry on a sham fight gusillade with the 
official newspapers solely for the purpose of giving occasion for us to 
expross ourselves more fully than could well be done from the outset 
in official announcements, whenever, of course, that is to our advant- 
age. 

‘Theso attacks upon us will also'serve another purposo, namely, 
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that our subjects will be convinced of the existence of full freedom of 
speech and so give our agents an occasion to affirm that all organs 
which oppose us are empty babblers, since they arc incapable of finding 
any substantial objections to our orders, 


Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the public 
eye but absolutely sure, are the best calculated to succeed in bringing 
the attention and the confidence of the public to the side of our govern- 
mont, Thanks to such methods we shall be in a position as from time 
to time may be required, to exeite or to tranquillige the public mind 
on political questions, to persuade or to confuse, printing now truth, 
now fies, facts or their contradictions, according as they may be well 
or ill received, always very cautiously feeling our ground before step- 
ping upon it, . . We shall have a sure triumph over our opponents 
since they will not have at their disposition organs of the press in 
which they can give full and final expression to their views owing to 
the aforesaid methods of dealing with the press, We shall not even 
need to refute them except very superficiolly. 


‘Trial shots like these, fired by us in the third rank of our press, 
in case of need, will be energetically refuted by vs in our semi-offt- 
cial organs. 


‘Even nowadays, already, to take only the French press, there are 
forms which reveal masonic solidarity in acting on the watchword: all 
organs of the press are bound together by professional secrecy; like 
the avgurs of old, not one of their numbers will give away the secret 
of his sources of information unless it be resolved to make announce- 
ment of them. Not one journalist will ventare to betray this secret, 
for not one of them is ever admitted to practice literature unless his 
whole past has some disgraceful sore or other, . . These sores, 
would be immediately revealed. So long n3 they remain the secret of 
a fow the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of the coun- 
try—the mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 


Our calculations aze especially extended to the provinces. Tt is 
indispensable for us to inflame there those hopes and impuises with 
which we could at any moment fall upon the capital, and we shall rep- 
resent to the eapitals that these expressions are the independent hopes: 
and impulses of the provinces, Naturally, the source of them will 
be always one and the same-ours. What we need is that, until such 
time aa we are in the plenitude of power, the capitals should find 
themselves stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, ie. of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. What we need is that at the psy- 
chological moment the capitals should not be in a position to discuss 
nn accomplished fact for the simple reason, if for no other, that it 
has been accepted by the public opinion of 2 majority m the provinces. 


‘When we are in the period of the new regime transitional to 
that of our assumption of full sovereignty we must not admit any 
revelations by the press of any form of public dishonesty; it ig neces+ 
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sary that the new regime should be thought to have so perfectly con 
tented everybody that even criminality has disappeared. . . , Cases 
of the manifestation of criminality should remain known only to their 
victims and to chance witnesses—no more, 


Protocol No. 13 


‘The need for daily brend. Questions of the Pol 
industry. Amusements, People’s Palaces, 
‘The great problems, 


jeal. Questions of 
“Peuth is One.” 


‘The need for daily bread forces the gayim to keep silence and be 
our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from among the 
goyim will at our orders discuss anything which it is inconvenient for 
Ux to issue directly in officin documents, and we meanwhile, quietly 
amid the din of the discussion so raised, shal! simply take and carry 
through such measures as we wish and then offer them to the public 
as an accomplished fact. No one will dare to demand the abrogation 
of a2 matter once scttied, all the more so as it will be represented as 
an improvement, 


And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards new questions (have we not tramed people always to be scek+ 
ing something new?). Into the discussions of these new questions will 
throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers of fortunes who arc 
not able even now to understand that they have not the remotest con- 
ception about the matters which they undertake to discuss. Questions 
of the political are unattainable for any save those who huve guided 
it already for many ages, the erentors, : 


From all this you will see that in securing the opinion of the mob 
we are only facilitating the working of our machinery, and you may 
remark that it is not for nctions but for words issued by us on this or 
that question that we scem to sack approval. We are constantly mak- 
ing public declaration that we are guided in all our undertakings by 
the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are serving the common 
weal, 


In order to distract people who may be too troublesome from 
discussions of questions of the political we are now putting forward 
what wo allege to be new questions of the political, namely, questions 
of industry, In this sphere ict thom discuss thentselves silly! ‘The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from what they 
suppose to be political activity (which we trained them to in order to 
uae them ns a meane of combating the goy governments) only on con- 
ition of being found new employments, in which we are prescribing 
thom something that looks like the same political object, In-order 
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that the masses themselves may not guess what they are about we 
further distract them with amusements, games, pastimes, passions, 
people's palaces. . . . Soon we shall begin through the press 
to propose competitions in art, in sport of all kinds: these interests 
will finally distract their minds from questions in which we should 
find ourselves compelied to oppose them. Growing more and more 
disaccustomed to reflect and form any opinions of their own, people 
will begin to talk in the same tone as we, because we alone shall be 
offering them new directions for thought . .. of course through such 
persons as will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 


‘The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, will be finally 
played out when our government is acknowledged. Till such time they 
will continue to do us good service. Therefore we shell continue to 
direct their minds to all sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
new and apparently progressive: for have we not with complete suc- 
cess turned the brainless heads of the goyim with progress, till there 
is not among the goyim one mind able to perceive that under this word 
ies a departure from trath in all cases where if is not a question of 
material inventions, for truth is one, and in it there is no place for 
progress, Progress, like a fallacious idea, serves to obscure truth so 
that none may know it except its, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 


‘When we come into our kingdom our orators will expound great 
problems which have turned humanity upside down in order to bring 
it at the end under beneficent rule, 

‘Who will ever suspect then that ALL THESE PEOPLES WERE 
STAGE-MANAGED BY US ACCORDING TO A POLITICAL 
PLAN WHICH NO ONE HAS SO MUCH AS GUESSED AT IN 
SHE COURSE OF MANY CENTURES? . . . 


Protocol No. 14 


‘The religion of the future. Future conditions of serfdom. Inacces- 
sibility of knowledge regarding the religion of the future. Por- 
nography and the printed matter of the future. 


‘When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for us 
that there should exist any other. religion than ours of the One God 
with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as the Chosen Peo- 
ple and through whom our same destiny is united with the destinies 
of the world. We must therefore sweep away all other forms of be- 
Hef. If this gives birth to the atheists whom we see to-day, it will 
not, being only a transitional stage, interfere with our views, but will 
serve as a warning for those generations which will hearken to our 
preaching of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughly 
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elaborated system has brought all the peoples of the world into sub- 
Jection to us. Therein we shall emphasise its mystical right, on which, 
#3 we shall aay, all its educative power is based. . , Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which we shall make 
comparison between our beneficent rule and those of past ages, The 
blessings of tranquillity, though it be a tranquillity forcibly brought 
about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher relief the bene- 
fite to which we shall point, ‘The errors of the yoyim governments 
will be depicted by ua in the most vivid hues, We shall implant such 
an abhorrence of them that the peoples will prefer tranquillity in a 
state of serfdom to those rights of vaunted freedom which have tor- 
tured humanity and exhousted the very sources of human existence, 
sources which have been exploited by a mob of rascally adventurers 
who know not whut they do. . . Duless changes of forma of 
government to which we instigated the goyim when we were under- 
mining thelr atate structures, wil! have so weatied the peoples by that 
time that they will perfer to suffer anything under us rather than 
rin the risk of enduring again all the agitations and miseries they 
have gone through. 


At the same time we shall not omit to emphasise the historical 
mistakes of the goy governments which have tormented humanity for 
go many centuries by their Iack of understanding of everything that 
constitutes the true good of humanity in their chase after fantastic 
schemes of social blessings, and have never noticed that these schemes 
kept on producing a worse and never a better state of the universal 
relations which are the basis of human life... . 


‘The whole force of our principles and methods will lie in the fact 
that we shal! present them and expound them as a splendid contrast 
to the dead and decomposed old order of things in social life. 


‘Our philosophers will discuss all the shortcomings of the various 
beliefs of the goyim, BUT NO ONE WILL DVER BRING UNDER 
DISCUSSION OUR FAITH FROM ITS TRUE POINT OF VIEW 

- SINCE THIS WILL BB PULLY LEARNED BY NONE SAVE OURS, 
WHO WILL NEVER DARE TO BETRAY ITS SECRETS. 


In countries known as progressive and enlightened we have erented 
a senseless, filthy, abominable filerature. Por some time after our en- 
trance to power We shall continue to encourage its existence in order 
to provide a telling reliof by contrast to the specches, party pro- 
gramme, which will be distributed from exalted quarters of ours... . 
Our wise men, trained to become leaders of the goyim, will compose 
speeches, projects, memoits, articles, which will be uscd by us to in- 
fluence the minds of the goyim, directing them towards such under. 
standing and forms of knowledge as hnve been determined by us, 
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One-day coup d'etat (revolution) over all the world. Executions. 
ature lot of goyim-masons. Mysticism of authority. Multiplt- 
cation of masonic lodges. Central governing hoard of masonic 
elders. ‘The “Azey-tactics.” Masonry as lender and guide of 
alll seeret societies. Significance of public appiuse. Collectiv- 
ism. Executions of masons, Fall of the prestige of Jaws and 
authority. Our position xs the Chosen People. Brevity and 
clarity of the laws of the kingdom of the future, Obendience to 
orders. Measures against abuse of authority. Severity of ponal- 
ties, Age-limit for judges, Liberalism of judges and authori 
ties. The money of all the world. Absolutism of masonry. 
Right of appeal. Patriarchal “outside appearance” of the power 
of the future “ruler.” Apotheosis of the ruler. The right of the 
strong as the one and only right, The King of Israel. Patriarch 
of all the world, 


‘When we at Inst definitely come into our kingdom by the aid of 
coups d'etat’ prepared everywhere for one and the same day, after the 
worthlessness of all existing forms of government has been definitely 
acknowleged (and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even a whole cenfury) we shall make it our task to see that 
against us such things as plots shall no longer exist, With this pur- 
pose we shall slay without merey all who take urms (in hand) to op- 
pose our coming into our kingdom. very kind of new institution of 
any thing like a secret society will also be punished with death; those 
of them which are now in existence, are known to us, serve us and have 
served us, we shalt disband and send into exile to vontinents.far re- 
moved from Europe. In this way we shall preeced with thuse goy 
masons who know too much; such of these as we may for some 
reason spare will be kept in constant fear of exile. We shall promul- 
gate a law making all former membors of seeret societies liable to 
exile from Burope as the centre of ovr rule, 


Resolutions of our government will by final, wilhout appeal. 


In the goy societies, in which we have planted and deeply rooted 
discord and protestantism, the only possible way of vestoring order 
is to employ moreitess measures thal prove Ube diteet force of authori- 
fy: no regard must be paid to the vielims who full, they suffer for 
the well-being of the future, The attainment of that well-being, even 
at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty of any kind of government 
that acknowledges as justification for its existence not only its privi- 
lege but its obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureole of power, and this aurecle is attained only 
by such a majestic inflexibility of might as shail carry on its face the 
emblems of inviolability from mystical causes—from the choice of 
God, Such was, until recent times, the Russian autocracy, the one 
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and only serious foe we had in the world, without counting the Papacy. 
Bear in mind the example when Italy, drenched with blood, never 
touched a hair of the head of Sulla who hind poured forth that blood: 
Sulla enjoyed an apotheosis for his might in the eyes of the peopel, 
though they had been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid return 
to Italy ringed him round with inviolabifity, The people do not lay 
a finger on him who hypnotises them by his daring and strength of 
vind, . 


Meantime, however, until we come into our kingdom, we shall 
act in the contrary way: we shall ereate and multiply free masonic 
Jodges in all the countries of the world, absorb into them nl! who may 
Lecome ox who are prominent in pubile activity, for in these Jodges 
we shall find our prinetpal intelligence office and means of influence. 
All these lodges we shall bring under one central administration, 
Known fo us alone and to all others absolutely unknown, which will 
be composed of our learned olders, ‘The lodges will have their repre- 
sentatives who will serve to sereen the above-mentioned administra 
tion of masonry and from whom will issue the watehword and pro- 
gramme. In these lodges we shail tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionnry and liberal cements. Their composition 
will be made up of all strata of society. The most secret political 
plots will be known to us and will {all under our guiding hands on the 
very duy of their conception. Among the members of these lodges 
will be almost all the agents af international and national police 
since their serviee is for us irreplaceable in the respect that the police 
is in a position not only to uae its own particular measures with the in- 
subordinate, but also to seveon our netivities and provide pretexts for 
diseontents, et cetera, 


‘The class of people who inst willingly cuter inlo seeret societies 
are those who live by their wits, careerists, and in general people, 
mostly light-minded, with whom we shall have no difficulty in dealing 
and in using f wind up the mechanism of the mnchine devised by us. 
If this world grows agitated the meaning of that will be that we have 
had to stir it up in ovder to break up its too grent solidarity. But if 
there shauld arise in its midst a plot, then at the head of that plot. will 
be no other than one of our most {rusted servants, it is natural that 
wo and no other should ‘lead masonic activities, for we know whither 
we are fending, wo Know the final goal of overy form of activity 
whereas the goyim have knowledge of nothing, not even of the im- 
mediate effect of action; they put before themselves, usuaily, the 
momentary reckoning of the satisfaction of their self-opinion in the 
necomplishmenl of thelr thought without even remarking that the 
very conception never belonged to their initiative but to our instiga- 
tion of their thought. . . . 

‘The goyim enter the lodges out of curiosity or in the hope by 
their menns to get a nibble at the public pie, and some of them in order 
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to obtain a hearing before the public for their impracticable and 
groundiess fantasies: they thirst for the emotion of suceess and ap- 
plause, of which we ave remarkably gonerous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high conecit of them- 
selves to which it gives birth, for that insensibly disposes them to as- 
similate our suggestions without being on their guard against them 
in the fallness of their confidence that it is their own infallibility 
which is giving utterance to their own thoughts and that it is impos- 
sible for them to borrow those of others, . . . You cannot imagine 
to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be brought to a state of 
uneonscious naivete in the presence of this condition of high conceit of 
themselves, and at the same time how easy it is to take the Seart out 
of them by the slightest ifl-success, though it be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they had, and to reduce them to a slavish 
submission for the sake of winning a renewal of success, . . . 
By so much as ours disregard success if only they can carry through 
their plans, by so much the goyim are willing to snerifice any pinns 
only to have success. This psychology of theirs materially facili- 
tates for us the task of setting them in the required diveetion, These 
tigers in appearance have the souls of shoep and the wind blows free- 
ly through their heads. We have set them on the hobby-horse of an 
iden about the absorption of individuality by the symbolic unit of 
collectivism. . . They have never yet and they never will have the 
senge to reflect that this hobby-horse is a manifest vioiation of the 
most important Inw of nature, which has established from the very 
erention of the world one unit unlike another and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting individuality. 

If we have been able to bring them to such a piteh of stupid 
Dtindness is it not a proof, und an amuzingly clear proof, of the de- 
gtee to which the mind of the cuyim is undeveloped in comparison 
with our mind? This it is, mainly, which guarantees our success. 


And how far-seeing were our fearned elders in ancient times when 


they suid that to attain a serious end it behoves not lo stop at any 


means or to count the vielims suerificed for the sake of that end... . 
We have not counted the victims of the seed of the goy cattle, 
though we have sacrificed many of our own, but for that we have now 
already given them such a position on the earth as they could not 
even have dreamed of. The comparatively small numbers of the vie~ 
tims from the number of ours have preserved our nationality from 
destruction, 

Death is the inevitable end for all. It is better to bring that end 
nenrer to those who hinder our affairs than to ourselves, to the 
founders of this affair. We execute masons in such wise thnt none 
save the brotherhood can ever have 2 suspicion of it, not even the 
victims themselves of our death sentence, they all die when required 
as if from a normal kind of illness. . . , . Knowing this, even the 


! 
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brotherhood in its turn dare not protest. By such methods we have 


plucked out of the midst of masonry the very root of protest against 
‘our disposition. While preaching liberalism to the goyim we at the 
same time keep our own people and our agents in a state of unques~ 
tioning submission. . 

Under our influence the. execution of the laws of the goyim has 
heen reduced to a minimum. The prestige of the law has been ¢x- 
ploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into this sphere, In 
the most important and fundamental affairs and questions judges 
decide as we dictate to them, sea matters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the goyim, of course, through 
persons Who are our tools though we do not appear to have anything 
in common with them—by newspaper opinion or by other means. . « 
Even senators and the higher administration accept our counsels. The 
purely brute mind of the goyim ig incapable of use for analysis and 
‘observation, and still more for the foreseeing whither a certain manner 
of setting 2 question may tend. 


In this difference in capacity for thought between the goyim and 
ourselves may be clearly discerned tho seal of our position on the 
Chosen People and of our higher quality of humanness, in contradis- 
tinetion to the brate mind of the goyim. Their eyes are open, but ser 
nothing before them and gonot invent (unless, perhaps, material 
things.) From this it is plain that nature herself hns destined us to 
guide and rule the world, 


When comes the time of our overt rale, the lime to manifest its 
Diessings, we skull remake all legisletures, all our laws will be brief, 
pinin, stable, without any kind of interpretations, so that anyone will 
Le in'a position to know them perfectly, The main feature which wit 
yunvright through them is submission to ordevs, and this principle 
will be carried to a grandiove height.’ Every abuso will then 
disappear in consequence of the responsibility of all down to the lowest 
unit before the higher authority of the representative of power, 
Abuses of power subordinate to this last instance will be so mexeiles 
iy punished that none will be found unxious to try experiments with 
their own powers. We shall follow up jenlously every action of the 
administration on which depends the smooth running of the machinery 
of the State, for.siackness in this produces sinckness everywhere; not 
a single case of legality or abuse of power will be left without ex- 
emplary punishment, 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between those in the service of 
the administration— all this kind of evif will disappear after the very 
first examples of severe punishment. ‘The aurcole of our power de- 
mands suitable, that is, eruel, punishments for the slightest infringe 
ment, for the sake of gain, of its supreme prestige. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count as a soldier 
falling on the administrative field of battle in the interest of authority, 
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principle and law, which do not permit that any of those who hold the 
reins of the public conch should turn aside from the public highway 
to their own private paths. Por example: our judges will know that 
whenever thoy feel disposed to plume themselves on foolish clemency 
(hoy are vivlating the Iuw of justice which is instituted for the ex- 
omplary edification of men by penalties for Inpses and not for display 
of the spiritual qualities of the judge. . . . Such qualities it is 
proper to show in private ilfe, but not in a public square which is the 
cdueationary basis of human life, 


Our legal staff will serve not beyond the age of 56, firstly because 
old men more obstinately hold to prejudiced opinions, and are less 
capable of submitting to new directions, and secondly because this will 
give us the possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
changing of staff, which will thus the more easily bend under our 
pressure: he who wishes to keep his place will have to give blind obi- 
dicnee to deserve it. In general, our judges will be elected by us only 
from among those who thoroughly understand that the part they have 
to play is to punish and apply laws and not to dream about the mani- 
Sestations of liberalism at the expense of the educationary scheme of 
the State, as the goyim in these days imagine it tobe. . . . This 
method of shuffling the staff will serve also to explode any collective 
solidavity to those in the same service and will bind all to the interests 
of the government upon which their fate will depend, ‘The young gen- 
eration of judges will be trained in certain views regarding the inad- 
missibility of any abuses that might disturb the established order of 
our subjects among themselves. . 


__Tn these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences to every 
kind of crimes, not having a just understanding of their office, be- 
cause the wulers of the present age in appointing judges to office take 
no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter whieh is demanded of them, As a brute beast lets out its 
young in search of prey, so do the goyim give their subjects places of 
profit without thinking to make clear to them for what purpose such 
place was created. This is the reason why their governments are be- 
is ruined by their own forces through the acts of their own adminis- 

‘ation, 


Let us borrow from the example of the results of these actions 
yet another lesson for our government. 


We shall root out liberalism from all the important strategic 
posts of our government on which depends the training of subordi- 
nates for our State structure. Such posts will fall exclusively to those 
who have been trained by us for administrative rule, ‘To the possible 
objection that the zetirement of old servants will coat the Treasury 
heavily, I xeply, firstly, they will be provided with some private service 
in place of what they lose, and, secondly, 1 have to remark that all the 
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mnoney in the world will be concentrated in our hands, consequently it 
is not our government that has to fear expense, 

‘Our absolutism will in all things be logically consecutive and 
therefore in ench one of its decrees ou supreme will will be respected 
‘and unguestionably fulfilled: i& will ignore all moxmurs, all discontents 
of every kind and will destroy to the root every kind of manifestation 
of them in net by punishment of an exemplary character. 


We shall abolish the right of cassation, which will be transferred 
exelusively to our disposal—to the cogaisance of him who rules, for 
ye must not allow the conception mnong the people of a thought that 
there could be such a thing as a decision that is not right of judges 
set up by us, If, however, anything like this should occur, we shall 
ourselves enssnte the decision, but inflict therewith such exemplary 
punishment on the judge for Inck of understanding of his duty and the 
purpose of his appointment as will prevent x repetition of such cases. 
«a. Evepent that it must be borne im mind that we shall know 
every step of our administration which only necds to be closely watched 
for the people to be content with us, for it hus the right to demand 
from a good government a good official. 


Our government will fave the appearance of a patriaretal pater~ 
nal gusrdianghip ou the part of our ruler, Our own nation and our 
subjects will diseorn in his person a futher caving for their every 
need, their every act, thelr every inter-relation as subjects one with 
another, as well as their relations to the ruler. They will then be so 
thoroughly imbued with the thought that it is impossible for them to 
dispense with this wardship and guidance, if they wish to live in peace 
and quiet, that they will acknowledge the autocracy of our ruler with 
devotion bordering on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are con- 
vineed that these whom we set up donot put their own in place of his 
authority, but only blindly execute his dictates. ‘They will be rejoiced 
that we have veguluted everything in their lives as is done by wise 
parents who desire to train their children in the cause of duty and 
submission. For the peoples of the world in regard to the secrets of 
our polity are ever through the ages only children under nage, precisely 
aa are also their governments. 


‘As you see, I found our despotism on right and duty: the right 
to compel tho execution of duty is the direet obligation of gover: 
ment which is a father for its subjects. It has the right of the strong 
that it may use it for the benefit of divecting humanity towards that 
‘order which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Everything in 
the world is in 2 state of submission, if not to man, then to cireum- 
stances or its own inner charactor, in all cases, to what is stronger, 
‘And so shall we be this something stronger for the sake of good. 


We are obliged without hestitation to sacrifice individuals, who

Geifish examples, which sprend the infection of evil, and similar ques- 
tions of an edueative nature, will stand in the forefront of the teaching 
programme, which will be drawn up on a separate plan for each calling 
by state of life, ia no wise generalising the tenching. ‘This treatment 
of the question hns special importance, 


neh state of life must be trained within strict limits correspond- 
ing to its destination and work in life. The oceasionsl genius has 
ahvays managed and always will manage to slip through into other 
sstntes of life, but it is the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare 
occasional genius to let through into ranks foreign to them the unta- 
Tented who thus rob of their places these who belong to those ranks 
by bith er employment, You know yourselves in what all this hes 
ended for the goyim who allowed this erying absurdity, 


In order that he who rules may be seated firmly in the hearts and 
minds of hig subjects it is necessary for the time of his activity to 
instruct the whole nation in the schools and on the market places 
uhout his meaning and his acts and all hiy beneficent initiatives. 


We shalt aholish every kind of freedom of instruction. Learners 
of all ages will have Uke right to assemble together with thelt' parents 
in the educational establishments as it were in a club: during these 
assemblies, on holidnys, tenchers will read what will pass as free lec- 
tures on questions of human relations, of the laws of examples, of the 
limitations which are born of unconscious reiations, and, finally, of 
the philosophy of new theories not yet declared to the world. | These 
theories will be raised by us to the stage of a dogma of fnith as & 
transitionnl gtnge towards our faith, On tho completion of this expo- 
sition of our programme of action in the present and the future I will 
vend you the principles of these theories. . 


In a word, mowing by the experience of many centuries that 
people live and axe guided by ideas, that these idens ure imbibed by 
people only by the aid of education provided with equal success for all 
ngea of growth, but of course by varying methods, we shall swallow 
up and confiseate to our own use the Inst seintilia of independence of 
thought, which we have for long past been directing towards subjects 
and ideus useful for us, ‘Phe system of bridling thought is already at 
work in the go-ealled“aystem of teaching by object lessons, the purpose 
of which is to turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes wait- 
ing for thinge to be presented before their eyes in order to form an 
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idea of them. In France, one of oox best agents Bourgeois, has 
already made public a new programme of teaching by object lessons. 
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Advocacy. Influence of the priesthood of the goyim, Fre 
conscience, Papal Court, King of the "Tews as patsinchePove, 
How to fight the existing Church, Function of contemporary 
press. Organisation of police. Volunteer police. Espionage 
on the pattern of the Kabal espionage. Abuses of authority. 


The practice of advocacy produces men-cold, eruel, pers - 
principled, who in all cases take up an impexsonal, purely ‘egal sane. 
point. ‘They have the inveterate habit to refer everything to its value 
for the defence and not to the public welfare of its results, ‘They do 
not usually decline to undertake any defence whatever, They strive 
for an acquittal at all costs, cavilling over every petty crux of juris- 
prudence and thereby they demoralise justice, For this reason wo 
shall sot this profession into narrow frames which will keep it inside 
this sphere of executive public service. Advocates, equally with 
jadges, will bo deprived of tho right of communication with litigants; 
they will receive business only from the court and will study it by notes 
of report und documents, defending their clionts after they have been 
interrogated in court on facts that have appeared. ‘They will recvive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the defence. This will 
render them mere reporters on law business in the interests of justice 
and as counterpoise to the proctor who will be the reporter in the in- 
terests of prosecution; this will shorten business before the courts. In 
this way will be established a practice of honest mprejudiced defence 
conducted not from personal interest but by convietion, This will also, 
by the way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
abvoeates to agree only to Jet that side win which pays most... 


We have long past taken care to discredit the priesth: 

goyimy, and thereby to ruin theie mission on carth ‘shich in these days 
might atill be a great hindrance to us, Day by day its influence op 
the peoples of the world is falling lower, Freedom of conssience has 
been declazed everywhere, so that now only years divide us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian religion: as to 
other religions we shall have still less difficulty in dealing with them, 
bat it would be premature to speak of this now. We shall set clerical- 
sm and clerieals into such narrow frames ay to make their influence 
move in retrogressive proportion to its former progress. 


‘When the time comes finally to destroy the 
rhen ¢ mes fir papal court the fin 
of an invisible hand will point the netions towards this court, When, 
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however, the nations (ling themselves upon it, we shall come forward 
in the guise of its defenders as if to save excessive bloodshed. By this 
diversion we shail penetrate to its vory bowels and be sure we shall 
never come out again until we hnve gnawed through the entire 
strength of this place. 

‘The King of the Jewa will ke the reai Pope of the Universe, the 
patriarch of nn international Church. 

But, in the meantime, while wo are re-edueating youth in new 
tyaditional religions and afterwards in ours, we shall not overtly lay a 
finger on existing churches, but we shall fight against them by critic- 
ism calculated to produce schism, - . - . 

In generat, then, our contempornry press will continue to eonviet 
State affairs, religions, mncapaeitics of the goyim, always using the 
most unprincipled expressions in order by every means to lower their 
prestige in the manner which can only be practised by the genius 
of our gifted tribe... 

Our kingdom will be an apologia of the divinity Vishnu, in whom 
is found ite personifieation—in our hundred hands will be, one in each, 
the springs of the machinery of social life, We shall see everything 
without the aid of official police which, in that scope of its rights which 
we elaborated for the use of the goyim, hinders governments from seo 
ing. In our programme one-third of our subjects will keep the rest 
under observation from x sense of duty, on the principle of volunteer 
service to the State, It will then be no disgrace to be a spy and in- 
former, but 2 merit: unfounded denunciations, however, will be cruelly 
punished that there may be no development of abuses of this right, 


Our agents will be taken from the higher as well as the lower 
ranks of society, from among the administrative class who spend thelr 
time in amusoments, editors, printers and publishers, booksellers, 
clerks, and salesmen, workmen, coachmen, lackoys, ctcstera, This 
body, having no rights and not being empowered to take any action on 
their own account, and conseguently a potice without any power, will 
only witness and report: verification of their reports and arrests will 
depend upon a responsible group of controllers of police affairs, while 
the actual act of atrest will be performed by the gendarmerie and the 
municipal police. Any person not denouncing any thing seen or heard 
Concerning questions of polity will also be charged with and made res- 
ponsible for conceatment, if it be proved that he is guilty of this crime. 


Just as nowadays our brethren are obliged at their own risk to

with it is bound up the wellebeing of every citizen of the State, for 
upon it will depend all order in the common life of the pack. . . 


Overt defence of the Kind argues weakness in the organisation of 
his atrongth, 


Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded by a mob of 
apparently cusious men and women, whe will occupy the front tanks 
about him, to all appearance by chance, and will restrain the ranks of 
tho rest out of respect as it will appear for good order, This will 
sow an example of restraint also in others. If a petitioner ap- 
pears among the people trying te hand a petition and forcing his way 
through the ranks, the first ranks must receive the petition and before 
the eyes of the petitioner pass it to the ruler, so that all may know 
that what is handed in reaches its destination, that, consequently, 
there exists a control of the ruler himself, The aureole of power re- 
quires for its existence that the people may be able to say: “If the 
king knew of this,” or: “the king will hear of 16” 


With the establishment of official scerct defence the mystical 
prestige of authority disappenra: given a cortam audacity, and every- 
one counts himself master of it, the sedition-monger is conscious of 
his strength, and when occasion serves watehes for the moment to 
make an attempt upon authority. . . . For the goyim we have 
been prenching something else, but by that very fact we are ennbled 
to wee what measures of overt defenee have brought them to. . . - 


Criminals with us will be arrested at the first more or less well- 
grounded suspicion; it ennmot be allowed that out of fear of a possible 
mistake an opportunity should be given of escape to persons suspected 
of n political lapse or crime, for in these matters we shall be literally 
mereiless. If it is still possible, by stretching a point, to admit a 
consideration of the motive causes in simple crimes, there is no pos- 
sibility of excuse for persons occupying themselves with questions in 
which nobody except the government can understand anything. . . . 
And it is not all governments that understand true policy. 


Protecol No. 19 
‘The vight of presenting petitions and projects. Sedition. Indictment 
of political erimes. Advertisement of political crimes. 


If we do not permit any independent dabbling in the political we 
shall on tho other hand encourage every Kind af report or petition with 
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proposals for the government to examine into all kinds of projects for 
the amelioration of the condition of the people; this will reveal to us 
the defects or else the fantasies of our subjects, to which wé shall re- 
spond either by accomplishing them or by a wise rebutment to prove 
the short-sightedness of une who judges wrongly, 


Scdition- mongering is nothing more than the yapping of a lap-dog 
at an elephant. For 2 government well ovganised, not from the police 
but from the public point of view, the lap-dog yaps at the elephant 
in entire unconsciousness of its strength and importance. It needs no 
more than to take a good example to show the relative importance of 
both and the iap-dogs will cease to yap and will wag their tails the 
moment they set eyes on an elephant, 


- In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for political crime we 
shall send it for triat in the category of thieving, murder, and every 
kind of abominable and filthy crime. Public opinion will then confuse 
in its conception this eategory of crime with the disgrace attaching to 
every other and will brand it with the same contempt. 


‘We have done our best, and I hope we have succeeded, to obtain 
the goyim should not nyrive at this means of contending with se- 
dition. It was for this reason that through the Press and-in speeches, 
indireetly—in cleverly compited school-hooks on history, we have ad. 
vertised the martyrdom alleged to have been accepted by sedition:

necessary nevertholess to obtain the funds required for it. It will, 
therefore, elaborate with particular preeaution the question ef equili- 
byinm in this inatter, 


Our rule, in which the king will enjoy the legal fection that every- 
thing in his State belongs to him (which may easily be translated into 
fact), will be enabled to resort to the lawfal confiscation of all sums 
of every kind for the regulation of their circulation in the State, From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a progressive tax on 
property. In this manner the dues will be paid without straitening or 
ruining anybody in the form of a percentage of the amount of prop- 
erty. The vich must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of 
their superfiuitios at the disposal of the State since the State guaran- 
tees them security of possession of the rest of their property and the 
tight of honest gains, I say honest, for the control over property will 
do away with robbery on 2 legal basis. ° 

‘his social reform must come from above, for the time is ripe for 
it-it is indispensable as a pledge of pence. 

‘Tho tax upon the poor man is a seed of revolution and works to 
che detriment of the State which is hunting after the brifting is missing 
the big. Quite apart from this, 2 tax on capitalists diminishes the 
growth of wealth in private hands in which we have in those days con- 
contrated ft ns a counterpoise to the government strength of the goyim 
—their State finances. 

A tox increasing in a percentage ratio fo capital will give a much 
Invger revenue than the present individual or property tax, which is 
useful to us now for the sole reason that it excites trouble and discon- 
tent among the guyim. 

The force upon which ovr king will Fest consists in the equili- 
brium and the gugrantee of peace, for the sake of which things i is 
indispensable that the capitalists should yield up = portion of their 
Incomes for the sake of the secure working of the machinery of the 
Sinie. State needs must be paid by those who will not feel the burden 
and have enough to take from, 

Such a measure will destroy the hatred of the poor man for the 
rich, in whom he will sce 2 necessary financial support for the State, 
‘will gee in him the organiser of pence and well-being since he will see 
that it is the rich man who fs paying Ge necessary means to attain 
these things. 

In order that payers of the educated ¢lasses should not too much 
distress themselves over the new payments thoy will have full accounts 
given them of the destination of those payments, with the exception 
‘of such sums as will be approprinted for the needs of the throne and 
the administrative institutions, 
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He who reigns will not have any properties of his own once all in 
the State represents his patrimony, or else the one would be in con- 
tradiction to the other; the fact of holding private menns would des- 
troy the right of property in the common possessions of all. 


Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will be maine 
tained by the resources of the Stato, must enter the ranks of servants 
of the State or must work to obtain the right to property; the privilege 
of royal blood must not sorve for the spoiling of the treasury. 


Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will be subject to the 
payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any transfer, of property, 
whether money or other, without evidence of payment of this tax 
which will be strictly registered by names, will render the former hold- 
er liable ta pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer of 
these sums up to the discovery of his evasion of declaration of the 
transfer. Transfer documents must be presented weekly at the local 
treasury office with notifications of the name, surname and permanent 
place of residence of the former and the new holder of the property. 
‘This transfer with register of names must begin from a definite sum 
which exceeds the ordinary expenses of buying and selling of neces- 
saries, and these will be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of 
a definite percentage of the unit. 


Just strike an estimate of how many times such taxes as these will 
cover the revenue of the goyim States. 


‘The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite conplement of 
reser“e sums, and al! that is collected above that complement must be 
returned into circulation. On these sums will be organised public 
works, The initiative in works of this kind, proceeding from State 
sourees, will bind the working class firmly to the interests of the State 
and to those who reign. From these same sums also a part will be set 
aside as rewards of inventiveness and productiveness. 


‘On no account should so much as a single unit above the definite 
and freely estimated sums be retained in the State treasuries, for 
mroney exists to be elveulated and any kind of stagnation of money acts 
ruinously on the running of the State machinery, for which it is the 
lubricant; 2 stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular working 
of the mechanism, 


‘The substitution of interest-bearing poper for a part of the token 
of exchange has produced exactly this stagnation. The consequences 
of this circumstance are already sufficiently noticeable, 


A court of account will also be instituted by us and in it the ruler 
will find at any moment a full accounting for State income and expen- 
diture, with the exception of the current monthly account, not yet made 
up, and that of the preceding month, which will not yet have been 
delivered. 


‘The one and only person who will have no interest in robbing’ the 
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State is its owner, the ruler, ‘This is why bis personal contro! will 
remove the possibility of !enkages of extravagances. 

‘The representative function of the ruler at receptions for the sake 
of etiquette, which absorbs 90 much invaluable time, will be abolished 
in order that the raler may have time for control and consideration. 
His power will not then be split up into fractional parts among time- 
serving favourites who surround the throne for ita pomp and splen- 
dour, and are interested only in their own and not in the common in- 
tovests of the State, 

Eeonontic erises have been produced by us for the goyim by no 
other means than the withdrawal of money from cirevlation, Huge 
enpitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from States, which were 
constantly obliged to apply to those sume stagnant enpitais for loans. 
‘These loans burdened the finances of the State with the payment of 
interest and made them the bond slaves of these capitals, . . . 
‘The concentration of industry in the hands of capitalists out of the 
hands of smal? masters has drained away all the juices of the peoples 
and with them also of the States. . . 

‘Phe present issue of money in general does not correspond with 
the requirements per head, and cannot therefore satisfy all the needs 
of the workers, The issue of money ought to correspond with the 
growth of population and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of their birth, The 
revision of issue is a material question for the whole world, 

You are aware that the gold standard has been the ruin of the 
States which adopted it, for it has not been able to satisfy the de- 
mands for money, the more so that we have removed gold from cireu- 
lation as far as possible. 

With us the standard that must he introduced is the cost of work- 
ing-man power, whether it be reckoned in paper or in wood. We shall 
make the issue of money in accordance with the normal requirements 
of each subject, adding to the quantity with every birth and subtracting 
with every death, 

‘The accounts will be managed by each department (the French 
administrative division}, each circle, 

In order that there muy be no delays in the paying out of money 
for State needs the sums and terms of such payments will be fixed by 
‘deerea of the ruler; this will do away with the protection by 2 ministry 
of one instifution to the detriment of others. 

‘Tho budgets of income and expenditure will be earried out side by 
side that they mny not be obscured by distenee one to another. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institutions and prin 
ciples of the goyim will be clothed by us in such Zorins as will alarm 
nobody, We shall point out the necessity of reforms in consequence 


aN 
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of the disorderly darkness into which the goyim by their irregularities 
have plunged the finances. ‘The first irregularity, as we shall point 
out, consists in their beginning with drawing up a single budget which 
year after year grows owing to the following cause: this budget is 
dragged out to half the year then they demand a budget to put things 
right, and this they expend in three months, after which they ask for 
a supplementry budget, and all this ends with 2 liquidation budget, 
But, as the budget of the following year is drawn up in accordance 
with the sum of the total addition, the annual departure from the nor- 
imal reaches a3 much as 50 per cont, ina year, and so the annual bud- 
get is trebled in ton years. Thanks to such methods, allowed by the 
carelessness of the goy States, their treasuries are empty. The period 
of loans supervenes, and that has swallowed up remainders and 
brought all the goy States to bankruptey. 


You understand perfectly that economic arran; i 
. ; gements of this 
ing, which have been suggested to the goyim by us, cannot be carried 
on by us. 


Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State and a want of 
understanding of the rights of the State, Loans hang Hke a sword of 
Damacles over the heads of rulers, who, instead of taking from their 
subjects by a temporary tax, come begging with outstretched palm of 
our bankers, Foreign loans are leeches which there is no possibility 
of removing from the body of the State until they fall off of them- 
selves or the State flings them off, But the goy States do not tear 
thom off; they go on in persisting in putting more on to themselves so 
that they must inevitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 


What also indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a forel 
toan? A loan isan issue of government hills of exchenge contain: 
ing 2 percentage obligation commensurate to the sum of the loan capi- 
tal. If the loan beara a charge of 5 per cent,, then in twenty years 
the State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan ber- 
rowed, in forty years it is paying a double sum, in sixty—-treble, and 
all the while the debt remains an unpaid debl. i. 


From this caleylation it is obvious that with an: i 
ulation 8 y form of taxation 
per head the State is baling out the last coppers of the poor taxpayers 
order to settle accounts with wealthy foreigners, from whom it has 
orrowed money instead of collecting these coppera for i 
without the additional interest. pers Zor is own nes 


So long as loans were internal the goyim only sh i 
nioney from the pockets of the poor to those of the mh pat ver ove 
bought up the necessary person in order to transfer loans into the ex- 
ternal sphere all the wealth of States flowed into our cash-boxes and 
all the goyim began to pay us the tribute of subjects, 


Hf the superficiality of goy kings on their thrones it 
; £ es in regard to 
State affairs and the venality of ministors or the want of underatand. 
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ing of Gnarleial matters on the part of other rating persons have made 
thelr countries debtors to our treasuries te amounts quite impossible 
to pay it has not been accomplished without on our part heavy expen- 
diture of trouble and money. . 

Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and therefore 
there will be no State-interest bearing paper, except @ one-per-cent. 
series, so that there will bo no payment of interest to leeches that 
suck all the strength out of the State. ‘The right to issue interest~ 
bearing paper will be given exclusively to industrial companies who 
will find no difficalty in paying interest out of profits, whereas the 
Stute does not make interest on borrowed money like thése companies, 
for the State borrows to spend and not to use in operations. 

Industzial papers will be bought aiso by the government which 
from being as now a payer of tribute by fonn operations will be trans- 
formed into a lender of money at a profit. ‘Phis measure wilt stdp the 
stagnation of money, parasitic profits und idleness, all of which wore 
useful for us among the goyim so long as they were independent but 
are not desirable under our rule. . 

How clear is the undeveloped power of thought of the purely 
brute brains of the goyim, as expressed in the fact that they have been 
Borrowing from us with payment of interest without ever thinking 
that all the same these very moneys plvs an addition for payment of 
interest must be got by them from their own State pockets in order to 
settle up with us, What could have been simpler than to take the 
money they wanted from their own people? 

But it is a proof of the genius of ovr chosen mind that we have 
contrived to present the mutter of Ionns ta them in such a light thnt 
they have even seen in them an advantage for themselves. 

Our aceounts, whick we shail present when the time comes in the 
light of centuries of experience gaincd by experiments made by us on 
the goy States, will be distinguished by clearness and definiteness and 
will show at = glance to all men the advantage of our innovations. 
‘They will put an end to those abuses to which we owe our mastery 
over the goyim, but which evnnot be allowed in our kingdom. 

Wo shail so hedge ubout our system of accounting that neither the 
vuler nor the most insignifinnt public servant will be in a position to 
divert even the smallest sum from its destination without detection or 
to direct it in another direction except that which will be once fixed in 
a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. Marching 
along an undetermined yond und with undetermined resources brings 
to ruin by the way heroes and demi-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a time advised should be dit 
tracted from State occupations by representative receptions, observ- 
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ances of etiquette, entertainments, were only screens for our rule, The 
accounts of favourite courtiers who replaced them in the sphere of af- 
fairs were drawn up for them by our agents, and every time gave 
satisfaction to short-sighted minds by promises that in the future 
economies and improvements were foreseen. . . . Beonomies from 
what? From new taxes ?—were questions that might have been but 
were not asked by those who read our accounts and projects, - 


You know to what they have been brought by this carelessness, 
to what a pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, notwithstand- 
ing the astonishing industry of their peoples. . . 


Protocol No. 21 


Internal loans. Debit and taxes. Conversions. Bankruptey. Sav- 
_ ings banks and rentes. Abolition of money markets, Reguln- 
tion of industrial values, 


To what I veported to you nt the iast meeting I shall now add a 
detailed explanation of internal loans, Of forcign loans I shall say 
nothing more, because they have fed vs with the national moneys of 
the goyim, but for our State there will be no foreigners, that is, 
nothing external, 

We have taken advantage of the venality of administrators and 
the slackness of rulers to get our moneys twice, thrice and more times 
over, by lending to the guy governments moneya which were not at all 
needed by the Stutes, Gould anyone do the Hike in regard fo us? . . , 
Therefore, I shall only deni with the details of internal loans. 


States announce that such a loan is to be concluded and opei 
subseriptions for their own bills of exchange, that is, for their inter- 
est-bearing paper, ‘That they may be within the reach of all the 
price is determined at from a hundred to a thousand; and 2 discount 
is made for the ensliest subscribers, Next day by artificial means the 
price of them goos up, the alleged reason being that everyone is rush- 
ing to buy them. In 2 fow days the treasury sufes are as they say 
overflowing and there’s more money than they can do with (why then 
take it2), ‘The subseviption, it is alleged, covers many times over the 
issue total of the loan; in this lies the whole stage effect—look ‘you, 
they say, what confidence is shown in the government's bills of 
exchange. 


But when the comedy is played out there emerges the fact that a 
debit and an exceedingly burdensome debit has been created, For the 
payment of interest it becomes necessary to hive recourse to new 
loans, which de not swallow up but only add to the capital debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by new taxes to 
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cover, not the loan, but only the intorest on it, These taxes are a debit 


omployed to cover a debt. 


Lator comes the time for conversions, but they diminish the pay- 
ment of interest without covering the debt, and besides they cannot 
be made without the consent of the lenders; on announcing a conver- 
sion a proposal is made to return the money to these who are not 
willing to convert thelr paper. If everybody expressed his unwilling 
ness and demanded his money back, the government would be hooked 
on their own flies and would be found insolvent and unable to pay the 
Proposed sums. By good luck the subjects of the goy governments, 
knowing nothing about finaneial affairs, have always preferred losses 
on exchange and diminution of interest to the risk of new investments 
of their moneys, and hnve thereby many a time enabled these govern- 
ments to throw off their shoulders a debit of several millions, 


Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks cannot be playod by 
the goyim for they know that we shall demand ail our moneys back. 

In this way an acknowledged bankruptey will best prove to the 
various countrics the absence of any means hetween the interests of 
the peoples and of those who rule them, . 

I beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this point 
and upon the following: nowadays all internal loans are consolidated 
by so-called flying louns, that is, such as have terms of payment more 
or Joss near. These debts consist of moneys paid into the savings 
banks and reserve funds, If left for long at the disposition of a 
government these funds evaporate in the payment of interest on for- 
eign lonns, and are replaced by the doposit of equivalent amount of 
rentes, 

And these last it is which patch up all the loaks in the State trea 
suries of the goyim. . 

When we ascend the throno of the world all these financial and 
similar shifts, ae being not in aceord with our intorests, will be swept 
away so as not to leave @ trace, as also will be destroyed ail money 
markets, since we shall not allow the prostige of our power to be 
shaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our values, which we shall 
announce by law at tho price which represents their fall worth without 
any possiblity of lowering or raising. (Raising gives the pretext for 
lowering, which indeed was where we made a beginning in volation ta 
the values of the goyim.) : : 

‘We shall replace tho money markets by grandiose government 
eredit institutions, tho object of which will be to fx the price of in- 
dustrial values in accordance with government views. ‘These institu- 
tions will be in a position to fling upon the market five hundred mil- 
lions of industrial papor in one day, or to buy up for the same amount, 
In this way all industrial undertakings will come into dependence upon 
us.

No. 1. — A Protocol of 1489 


‘The Reyue des etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothchild, 
published in 1880 two documents, which showed how true the Proto. 
cols are in saying that the Learned Elders of Zin have been carrying 
on their plan for centuries. On January 18th, 1489, Chemor, Jewish 
Rabbi of Arles in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrim, which had 
ita seat at Constantinople, for advice, as the people of ‘Arles worg 
threatening the synagogues.

“As for what you say about the command to despoil you of your 
goods” {the law was that on becoming converted Jews gave up their 
Possessions): ‘ make your song merchants, that tittle by little thoy 
may despoil the Christians of theira.

Christians’ lives, 


“As for what you say of their destroying your synagogues: mako 
your sons canons and cleries in order that they may destroy their 
churches. 


“As for the many other vexations you complain of: arrange that 
your sons become advocates and lawyers, and see that they always 
mix themselves up with the affairs of State, in otder that by putting 
Christians under your yoke you may dominate the world and he 
avenged on them,

Dear Sir: on Feb. 3rd, 1968, I sent a letter to you enclosing 

a newspaper clipping reproduction which seemed to me to be very 
anarchistic in tone, along with a letter to a friend telling of 
the bried examination which I made, seeming to confirm that some 
effort was being made - possibly by subversives - to degrade 

and contaminate the thinking and acting of the American Public. 

I am enclosing for your inspection a copy of the ‘PROTOCOLS 
of the Learned Elders of Zion'.
